The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE PRIVATE HOSPITALS ACT 


1. Section 21 of Regulation 494 of Revised Regu- 
lations of Ontario, 1960 is revoked and the following 
substituted therefor: 

CLASSIFICATION OF PRIVATE HOSPITALS 


21.—(1) A private hospital shall be classified under 
one of the following classes: 


(a) a medical hospital; 

(b) a surgical hospital; 

(c) a maternity hospital; 

(d) a medical and surgical hospital; 
(e) a medical and maternity hospital; 
(f ) a general hospital; 

(g) a hospital for nervous ailments, or 
(h) a hospital for alcoholic patients. 


(2) A medical private hospital classification may 
be qualified by the Commission as, 


(a) an active treatment medical hospital; 


(6) a medical hospital for convalescent 
patients; or 


(c) a medical hospital for chronically ill 
patients. 


(3) A surgical private hospital classification may 
be qualified by the Commission as, 


(a) a general surgical hospital, 
(i) restricted to minor surgery, 


(ii) restricted to minor and _inter- 
mediate surgery, or 


(iii) not restricted; or 


(b) a specialty surgical hospital with the 
type of surgical specialty indicated to 
which surgery performed in the hospital 
shall be restricted. 


(4) When a licence is issued or renewed, the 
licence shall state the class of hospital for 
which the licence is issued or renewed. 


(5) A private hospital shall not admit, except in 
the case of an emergency, any patient who is 
not in medical need of the type of treatment 
that is usually provided by a hospital of the 
class stated in the licence for the hospital.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE FARM PRODUCTS MARKETING ACT 


ONIONS — PLEBISCITE 
APPLICATION 
1. This Regulation applies to a plebiscite of. pro- 


ducers of onions, produced in Ontario, on the question 
of favour of the existing plan. 


INTERPRETATION 
2. In this Regulation, 


(a) ‘“‘Board’”’ means The Farm Products Market- 
ing Board; 


(b) ‘‘district’’ means a division of Ontario under 
subsection 1 of section 4; 


(c) ‘existing plan” means the plan set out in the 
Schedule to Ontario Regulation 333/61; 


(d) ‘‘onions’’ means onions produced in Ontario; 


(e) ‘polling place” means a place of voting in a 
district on the question of favour of the 
existing plan; 


(f) “preliminary voters’ list’’ means the list of 
voters prepared by the Board before revision 
by the Revising Officer and Deputy Returning 
Officer; 
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(g) ‘producer’? means a person who is engaged 
in the production of onions and is the owner of 
a property on which onions were produced in 
the years 1960 and 1961, except in the case 
where, 


(i) the owner leases the property to a 
tenant for production and marketing 
of onions on the tenant’s account, in 
which case the tenant shall be deemed 
to be the owner, 


(ii) the owner of the property is a cor- 
poration, in which case the person, if 
any, designated in writing in respect 
of that property by the corporation 
for the purpose of the plebiscite shall 
be deemed to be the owner, 


(iii) the owner of the property carries on 
the business of producing and market- 
ing onions by a partnership or under a 
trade name, farm name or other 
designation, in which case the person, 
if any, designated in writing by the 
owner or owners of such business in 
respect of that property for the purpose 
of the plebiscite shall be deemed to be 
the owner, 


(iv) the property is owned jointly by two 
or more persons whose names appear on 
the voters’ list in respect of that 
property, in which case the one of such 
joint owners who first presents himself 
at the polling place and receives a 
ballot in respect of that property shall 
be deemed to be the owner, 


and ‘‘producer” includes a person whose name 
is added to the voters’ list under clause d of 
subsection 2 of section 6, or subsection 4 of 
section 7; 


(hk) “regulation made in respect of the plan’’ 
means Ontario Regulation 334/61. 


PERCENTAGE OF VOTES REQUIRED UNDER 
SECTION 5 OF THE ACT 
3. The percentage of votes in favour of the existing 
plan shall not be less than 66-2/3 per cent of all persons 
who vote in the plebiscite. 
APPOINTMENTS 


_ 4.—(1) For the purposes of the plebiscite, Ontario 
is divided into the following districts: 


1. The County of Essex. 
2. The County of Kent. 
3. The counties of Huron and Lambton. 
4. The counties of Simcoe and York. 
(2) Voters’ lists shall be prepared by districts. 


(3) Where the place of production of a producer 
is not within a district mentioned in subsection 1, his 
name and place of production may be recorded on the 
voters’ list in a special grouping for purposes of voting 
by mail under sections 23 and 24. 


(4) The Board shall prepare from the best informa- 
tion available to it a preliminary voters’ list of pro- 
ducers eligible to vote in the plebiscite and each voters’ 
list shall contain, 


(a) the names of the producers eligible to vote in 
the district for which the voters’ list is pre- 
pared; and 


(b) the address or location of the property on 
which onions are produced. 


(5S) Where a person is designated as an owner by 
virtue of subclause ii or iii of clause g of section 2, his 
name shall be listed in a manner that indicates the 
capacity in which he is voting. 


(6) When on or before polling day a corporation 
or owner of a business carried on by a partnership or 
under a trade name, farm name or other designation 
designates a person as an owner for purposes of the 
plebiscite, the Revising Officer or the Deputy Returning 
Officer shall record the name of that person on the 
voters’ list opposite the name of the business and that 
person is entitled to vote in the plebiscite for the 
corporation or the owner or owners of the business. 


5.—(1) The Board appoints John W. Drennan 
as Returning Officer. 


(2) For the district named in column 2 of the 
Table, the Board, 


(a) appoints as Revising Officer, the person 
named in column 3; 


(b) designates as the location for the revision of 
voters’ list, the place of revision of the voters’ 
list mentioned in column 4; 


(c) appoints as Deputy Returning Officer, the 
person named in column 5; 


(d) designates as the location of the polling place,

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(3) Where a Revising Officer or Deputy Returning 
Officer appointed under subsection 2 is unable for any 
reason to carry out his duties, the Board shall appoint 
immediately a person in his stead. 


REVISION OF VOTERS’ LIST 


6.—(1) The Revising Officer shall post up, at the 
place of revision of the voters’ list and in such other 
locations as he in his discretion deems advisable, copies 
of the preliminary voters’ list not later than the 10th 
day of July, 1962 and copies of this Regulation before 
polling commences on polling day. 


(2) Where a person appears before the Revising 
Officer not later than the 13th day of July, 1962, or

(c) where such person claims qualification to vote 
as a joint owner under subclause iv of clause g 
of section 2, if he produces evidence satisfac- 
tory to the Revising Officer or the Deputy 
Returning Officer that he is a joint owner 
of the property; 


(d) whether or not such person was a producer 
in the years 1960 or 1961, 


(i) if he satisfies the Revising Officer or the 
Deputy Returning Officer that he is 
engaged in the production of onions 
and as an Owner or person deemed to 
be an owner, is entitled to be recorded 
on the voters’ list in respect of a 
property on which onions are pro- 
duced, or

(ii) if he appears before the Revising Officer 
or the Deputy Returning Officer with 
a producer whose name is on the 
preliminary voters’ list and who is 
known to the officer and who furnishes 
to the officer a statement substantially 
in the following form:

(3) Where a producer satisfies a Revising Officer or 
a Deputy Returning Officer that the name or place of 
production of the producer on the voters’ list is not 
correctly recorded, the Revising Officer or the Deputy 
Returning Officer shall make the necessary correction 
in the voters’ list. 


(4) Where, before the 20th day of July, 1962, any 
person furnishes evidence deemed sufficient by the 
Revising Officer that any name and place of production 
should not be recorded on the voters’ list, the Revising 
Officer may strike the name from the voters’ list, but 
the Revising Officer shall immediately notify the Board 
and the person whose name has been struck from the 
voters’ list and inform him of his right of appeal to the 
Board. 


(5) Each Revising Officer shall, as soon as practic- 
able, inform the Board of the particulars of all revisions 
of the voters’ list for his district and furnish to the 
Board such information as he deems necessary for the 
consideration of the Board in matters of appeal from 
decisions of the Revising Officer. 


APPEALS 


7.—(1) Any person aggrieved by a decision of 
the Revising Officer may appeal! to the Board at its 
office in Toronto not later than the 20th day of July, 
1962. 


(2) The appeal may be in person or in writing. 


(3) The person appealing shall give particulars of 
his grievance, including the date upon which he 
attended before the Revising Officer or was notified that 
his name was struck from the voters’ list and the 
reasons he alleges that he is entitled to have his name 
added to the voters’ list. 


(4) The Board shall hear and consider the appeal 
and shall notify the Deputy Returning Officer of its 
findings and the Deputy Returning Officer shall revise 
the voters’ list in accordance with the findings. 


(5) The Revising Officer shall deliver two copies of 
the voters’ list as revised by him to the Deputy Return- 
ing Officer not later than the 20th day of July, 1962. 


(6) The voters’ list, as revised by the Revising 
Officer before polling day and by the Deputy Returning 
Officer on polling day, shall be deemed to be complete 
for the purpose of the plebiscite. 


POLLING 


8.—(1) The Board fixes the 20th day of July, 1962 
as the date on which polling is to take place. 


(2) The polling place shall remain open on the 20th 
day of July, 1962 from 10 o’clock a.m. to 7 o'clock 
p.m. standard time or daylight saving time, as the case 
may be, in effect in the municipality in which the 
polling place is located. 
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DISTRIBUTION OF REGULATION 


9. The Board shall prepare copies of the existing 
plan, of the regulation made in respect of the plan and 
of this Regulation and distribute them not later than 
the 20th day of July, 1962 to the Returning Officer and 
the Deputy Returning Officers. 


BALLOTS 


10.—(1) The Board shall cause to be printed a 
sufficient number of ballots, not fewer than the number 
of persons eligible to vote. 


(2) The Board shall forward the ballots to the 
Returning Officer before the polling day. 


(3) A ballot shall be in Form 1. 


(4) The printed directions to voters are part of this 
Regulation and shall be in Form 2. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR VOTING 
11. The Board shall provide ballot boxes. 


12. The Board shall, before the 20th day of July, 
1962, furnish the Returning Officer with copies of all 
voters’ lists sufficient to supply each Deputy Returning 
Officer with at least two copies of the voters’ list for 
the district of the Deputy Returning Officer. 


13. The Returning Officer shall furnish to each 
Deputy Returning Officer before the polling day, 


(a) a sufficient number of ballots, not fewer than 
the number of persons eligible to vote in the 
district of the Deputy Returning Officer; and 


(6) such equipment, instructions and information 
as he deems necessary for the taking of the 
vote. 


POSTING OF VOTERS’ LIST 


14. Each Deputy Returning Officer shall post up 
on the polling day in the polling place, 


(a) one copy of the voters’ list for his district; and 


(b) one copy of the existing plan, the regulation 
made in respect of the plan, and this Regula 
tion. 


VOTING 
15.—(1) Every vote shall be by secret ballot. 


(2) Upon receiving the ballot paper at a polling 
place the person receiving it shall mark his ballot in 
accordance with printed directions for voters in voting 
in Form 2. 


(3) The Deputy Returning Officer, without un- 
folding the ballot paper or in any way disclosing the 
marks made by the voter, shall verify his own initials, 
and at once deposit the ballot paper in the ballot box 
in the presence of all persons entitled to be present and 
then present in the polling place, and the voter shall 
forthwith leave the polling place. 


16.—(1) Subject to paragraph 3 of Form 2, each 
Deputy Returning Officer shall issue only one ballot to 
each person who, 


(a) is eligible to vote; and 
(b) presents himself as a voter at the polling place. 
(2) Each ballot issued to a voter under subsection 1 


shall be signed on the back with the initials of the 
Deputy Returning Officer. 


(3) Where a Deputy Returning Officer deems it 
necessary, he may require the person who presents 
himself as a voter to be identified as the person eligible 
to vote. 


17.—(1) Each Deputy Returning Officer shall 
ensure that the ballot box is empty before voting takes 
place and shall lock it and keep it locked until the time 
for voting on the polling day has expired. 


(2) The Deputy Returning Officer shall on one 
copy of the voters’ list mark off the name of every 
voter to whom a ballot is issued, 


(3) Immediately after the time for voting on the 
polling day has expired, the Deputy Returning Officer 
shall make a count of the ballots in the ballot box and 
put into separate packets the ballots and unused 
ballot papers, as follows: 


(a) all ballots properly marked for YES; 
(6) all ballots properly marked for NO; 


(c) all ballots improperly marked or otherwise 
spoiled; and 


(d) all unused ballot papers. 


(4) Each packet shall be endorsed so as to indicate 
its contents, and shall be sealed by the Deputy Return- 
ing Officer and any scrutineer present may write his 
name on the packet. 


_ (5) Within three days after the polling date, the 
Deputy Returning Officer shall send by registered mail 
or deliver to the Returning Officer, 


(a) the packets; and 


(6) one copy of the voters’ list marked under 
subsection 2, 


18. No person whose name appears on the voters’ 
list shall vote more than once in the plebiscite. 


19. No person shall at any polling place, 


(a) cause any disturbance or loiter on the pre- 
mises; or 


(6) remain on the premises after the Deputy 
Returning Officer or a peace officer or a 
constable requests or orders him to leave the 
premises. 


ASSISTANTS FOR DEPUTY RETURNING OFFICERS 


20. The Board may engage such persons as the 
Deputy Returning Officer requires to assist in the taking 
of the vote. 


21.—(1) Where representations are made before 
polling day to the Deputy Returning Officer for the 
appointment of scrutineers for polling day, the Deputy 
Returning Officer may accept not more than two persons 
as scrutineers. 


(2) A scrutineer may bring to the attention of the 
Deputy Returning Officer any matter that he considers 
improper in the procedure at the poll but shall not 
interfere with the taking of the vote. 


RETURN OF DEPUTY RETURNING OFFICER 


22.—(1) Each Deputy Returning Officer shall make 
a return to the Returning Officer of the result of the 
vote as soon as possible after all ballots are counted. 


(2) The Deputy Returning Officer shall not count 
ballots having defects mentioned in paragraph 4 of 
Form 2. 
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(3) The return of a Deputy Returning Officer shall 
be in Form 3. 


VOTING BY MAIL 


23.—(1) The Board shall supply to the Returning 
Officer before the 13th day of July, 1962, envelopes of 
three sizes as follows: 


1. Small size envelopes slightly larger than the 
ballot, upon the front of which is printed 
“VOTE ON ONION MARKETING PLAN” 
and in the lower left-hand corner ‘‘Instruc- 
tions: After marking ballot, place ballot in 
this envelope and seal’. 


2. Medium size envelopes upon the front of 
which is printed “J. W. Drennan, Returning 
Officer, Farm Products Marketing Board, 
Room 4405, East Block, Parliament Buildings, 
Toronto”. 


3. Large size envelopes for the bearing on the 
front thereof the name and address of the 
producer whose name appears on the revised 
voters’ list for voting by mail. 


(2) The number of envelopes that the Board 
supplies to the Returning Officer in each of the sizes 
mentioned in subsection 1 shall be not less than the 
number of persons eligible to vote by mail. 


(3) The Returning Officer shall, as soon as practic- 
able but not later than the 16th day of July, 1962, 
mail to each person whose name has been recorded on 
the voters’ list as revised for voting by mail, a large 
size envelope enclosing, 


(a) one ballot; 
(6) one small size envelope; 
(c) one medium size envelope; and 


(d) directions for voting. 


24.—(1) The Returning Officer shall retain all the 
envelopes that are received before the 23rd day of 
July, 1962. 


(2) The Returning Officer shall commence counting 
the ballots in the office of the Board on the 23rd day of 
July, 1962 at 10 o'clock a.m. or as soon as possible 
thereafter. 


(3) The Returning Officer may appoint scrutineers, 
not more than two in number, to be present at the 
counting of the ballots. 


RETURN OF RETURNING OFFICER 
25.—(1) The Returning Officer shall make a return 


to the Board of the result of the vote as soon as possible 
after all ballots are counted. 


(2) The return of the Returning Officer shall be a 
complete summary of the returns made to him under 
section 22 and the ballots counted under subsection 2 
of section 24.

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SURMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
fey $10 for each and every day which intervenes 

etween the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 
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(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’’, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debentures debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan shall be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
het revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal! of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario 
Municipal Board for their report; and a copy of

THE CONSERVATION AUTHORITIES ACT 


CONSERVATION AREAS— 


METROPOLITAN TORONTO AND 
REGION CONSERVATION AUTHORITY 


1. In this Regulation, 


(a) ‘Authority’? means the Metropolitan Toronto 
and Region Conservation Authority; 


(b) ‘conservation area’’ means an area consisting 
of one parcel or, where two or more parcels 
are contiguous, the contiguous parcels of land 
owned by the Authority; 


(c) “vehicle’’ means a vehicle as defined in 
The Highway Traffic Act. 


2. This Regulation applies to the use by the public 
of conservation areas and the works, vehicles, boats, 
services, and things of the Authority. 


3. Any person required to issue a permit by this 
Regulation may refuse to issue the permit where, in 
the opinion of the issuer, to do so would not be in the 
interest of, 


(a) the best, safest and most orderly use of the 
conservation area by the public; or 


(b) the best administration of the conservation 
area, having regard to the conservation, 
restoration and development of the natural 
resources of the conservation area. 


4. No person shall, 


(a) deface, remove or damage any property in a 
conservation area; 


(b) remove, injure or destroy any tree, shrub, 
plant, flower or growing thing, or any soil, 
rock or other material in a conservation area; 


(c) kill, trap, hunt, pursue or in any manner 
disturb or cause to be disturbed any wild 
bird or animal within a conservation area, 
except, 


(i) in an area set aside by the Authority 
for the purpose, and 


(ii) under the authority of a permit issued 
by the Secretary-Treasurer; 


(d) fire or discharge any torpedo, rocket or other 
fireworks in a conservation area; or 


(e) perform any act that causes or is likely to 
cause a danger for other persons using a 
conservation area. 


_5. No person shall abandon any refuse or other 
object or material within a conservation area except 
in receptacles or pits provided by the Authority for 
the purpose. 


6. No person shall erect, post, paste, fasten, paint 
or afhx any placard, bill, notice or sign in a conserva- 
tion area unless a permit therefor is first obtained from 
the Secretary-Treasurer. 
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_7.—(1) No person shall bring a horse, cow or other 
animal into a conservation area without a permit 
therefor issued by the Secretary-Treasurer. 


(2) No person shall permit a dog, cat or other pet 
to be in a conservation area unless, 


(a) the dog, cat or other pet is secured by a 
leash that does not exceed six feet in length; or 


(b) a permit therefor has been issued by the 
Secretary-Treasurer. 


8. No person shall, 
(a) sell or offer for sale any article or service; 


(b) advertise or carry on any business or com- 
mercial enterprise; or 


(c) beg or solicit charity, 


within a conservation area without a permit therefor 
issued by the Secretary-Treasurer. 


9. No person shall bring a show of any kind or any 
equipment for entertainment into a conservation area 
without a permit therefor issued by the Secretary- 
‘Treasurer. 


10. Except under a permit therefor issued by the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Authority, no person shall 
conduct a public meeting or perform any act that 
congregates or is likely to congregate persons in a 
conservation area. 


11. No person shall be in a conservation area after 
sunset and before 10.00 a.m. without a permit therefor 
issued by the Secretary-Treasurer of the Authority. 


12.—(1) No person shall wade, bathe or swim in a 
conservation area except at such times and at such 
places as are set aside by the Authority for the purpose. 


(2) No person shall take any inflatable object or 
snorkel or other underwater breathing device into the 
water in a conservation area, 


13.—(1) No person shall operate a boat within a 
conservation area other than in the Heart Lake Con- 
servation Area and the Glen Haffy Conservation Area. 


(2) No person shall operate a boat in the Heart 
Lake Conservation Area or the Glen Haffy Conserva- 
tion Area, except a boat that is hired from the 
Authority. 


(3) No person shall use an outboard motor in the 
Heart Lake Conservation Area or the Glen Haffy 
Conservation Area. 


14.—(1) Except under a permit therefor issued by 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the Authority, no person 
shall light or maintain a fire in a conservation area in 
a place other than a fire-place or other location provided 
by the Authority for the purpose. 


(2) No person who lights a fire in a conservation 
area shall leave the fire unattended or leave the site of 
the fire before the fire is completely extinguished. 


15. Except in conservation areas that have been 
set aside and posted by the Authority for hunting and 
archery, no person other than a peace officer shall 
possess an air-gun, fire-arm, sling-shot or archery 
equipment in a conservation area, 


16. No person shall occupy a camp-site except 
under the authority of a group camp-site permit issued 
by the Secretary-Treasurer of the Authority. 


17.—(1) Sections 63, 68, 69 and 71 of The Highway 
Traffic Act apply to the operation of vehicles on roads 
under the jurisdiction of the Authority. 


(2) No person shall, 


(a) operate a vehicle within a conservation area 
except on a roadway or other place set aside 
by the Authority for the purpose; 


(b) operate a vehicle at a speed in excess of 
fifteen miles per hour on any road under the 
jurisdiction of the Authority; 


(c) park a vehicle within a conservation area in 
a place other than one that has been set 
aside by the Authority for the purpose; or 


(d) operate a public commercial vehicle, as defined 
in The Public Commercial Vehicles Act, within 
a conservation area for commercial purposes 
except for the purpose of making deliveries 
within the conservation area. 


18. A conservation area or any part thereof may be 
closed entirely or closed to certain uses during such 
specified periods of time as the Authority determines 
and no person shall enter upon or occupy such con- 
servation area or part thereof during the times posted.

GENERAL 
INTERPRETATION 


1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “actuarially equivalent’”’ means of equal value 
according to the actuarial assumptions pre- 
scribed by the actuary; 

(b) “actuary’’ means the actuary appointed by 

the Board; 


(c) ‘beneficiary’? means a beneficiary appointed 
under this Regulation; 


(d) “contributory earnings’ means the total 
earnings of an employee while he is a member; 


(e) “effective date’? means the date upon which 
an employer commences to participate in the 
System according to the Act and _ this 
Regulation; 


(f) “present value’ means an amount that is 
actuarially equivalent to a payment or pay- 
ments that become due in the future; 


(g) ‘‘secretary-treasurer’’ means the secretary- 
treasurer appointed by the Board. 
MANAGEMENT AND ADMINISTRATION 
2. The Board shall be composed of the Minister 
for such period of time as the Lieutenant Governor in 


Council determines. 


3.—(1) After the period of time referred to in 
section 2 the Board shall be composed of, 


(a) three officials of the Province of Ontario; 
(b) two persons who are members of the council 
of a participating municipality or of a par- 


ticipating local board of a municipality; and 


four members of the System, two of whom 
shall be municipal treasurers.

(2) The members of the Board shall be appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council and shall hold 
office for three years and until their successors are 
appointed. 


(3) Of the first appointed members of the Board, 
one-third shall hold office for three years, one-third 
for two years and one-third for one year. 


(4) If any member of the Board ceases to hold the 
qualifications necessary for his appointment, he there- 
upon ceases to be a member of the Board and another 
eligible person shall be appointed as soon as is prac- 
ticable and the person so appointed shall hold office 
for the unexpired portion of the term of the member 
he replaces.

4.—(1) The secretary-treasurer, 


(a) shall maintain the books of account, records 
and documents of the Board and whatever 
information is necessary for the financial, 
administrative and actuarial requirements 
of the Board;

(2) In the absence of the secretary-treasurer, the 
assistant secretary-treasurer has all of the powers and 
duties of the secretary-treasurer. 


(3) Any person who deems himself aggrieved by 
the determination of a benefit made by the secretary- 
treasurer under clause f of subsection 1 may appeal 
the determination to the Board and the decision of 
the Board is final. 


DUTIES OF THE ACTUARY 


5. The actuary shall, at the request of the secretary- 
treasurer, prepare and advise on whatever actuarial 
calculations, schedules or tables are necessary for the 
proper administration of the System. 


DUTIES OF THE EMPLOYER 


6.—(1) The treasurer of each municipality and 
local board shall remit to the Fund the sum of the 
contributions made by the employer and the members 
for the month for which the deductions were made 
before the last day of the month next following. 


(2) If the contributions of the employer and the 
members are not remitted as provided for in sub- 
section 1, the amount of the contributions payable 
shall bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent per annum 
from the first day of the second month following the 
month for which the contributions were required to 
be made. 
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(3) The treasurer of each municipality and local 
board shall provide the secretary-treasurer with par- 
ticulars of the name, sex, date of birth, marital status 
of each member or his widow and the earnings and 
service of the member and such other information as 
may be necessary for the administration of the System. 


PARTICIPATION BY EMPLOYERS 


7.—(1) An employer may participate in the System 
by submitting an election in writing to the secretary- 
treasurer. 


(2) The effective date with respect to any employer 
who elects to participate in the System may be, 


(a) the first day of any month following the 
receipt by the secretary-treasurer of the 
election, but not before the 1st day of Janu- 
ary, 1963; or 


(b) with the approval of the Board, the first day 
of any month after the 31st day of December, 
1960 and before the 1st day of January, 1963 
if the election is received by the secretary- 
treasurer before the 1st day of January, 1963. 


(3) Where an employer has elected to participate 
in the System, contributions shall not be payable under 
an approved pension plan by or on behalf of an em- 
ployee who is, or is entitled to be, a member of the 
System to the extent of the benefits available under 
this Regulation. 


MEMBERSHIP OF EMPLOYEES 


8.—(1) Every employee who, before the effective 
date, was an employee of an employer who has elected 
to participate in the System is entitled to become a 
member if he is employed on a continuous full-time 
basis and at least 75 per cent of the employees so 
employed become members. 


(2) Every person who, after the effective date, 
becomes an employee of an employer who has elected 
to participate in the System shall become a member 
within twelve months after the date on which he 
becomes an employee on a continuous full-time basis. 


(3) Every employee of an employer who has elected 
to participate in the System and who is employed on 
other than a continuous full-time basis is entitled to 
become a member if the employer approves that such 
employees should become members and at least 75 per 
cent of such employees are members. 


(4) The Board may, in any case, determine if an 
employee is employed on a continuous full-time basis. 


(5) An employee is a member of the System when 
his earnings become subject to deduction of contribu- 
tions in accordance with this Regulation. 


(6) If a member transfers to the service of another 
employer, sections 7, 8, 9 and 10 apply as if he had not 
been a member before his transfer. 


CONTRIBUTIONS BY MEMBERS 


9.—(1) Every member shall contribute to the 
Fund by payroll deduction as follows: 


(a) 5% per cent of his contributory earnings if 
he is a member whose normal retirement age 
is 65 years; or 


(b) 61% per cent of his contributory earnings if he 
is a member whose normal retirement age is 
60 years. 


(2) Contributions made by members shall not be 
withdrawn from the Fund in whole or in part while 
the member remains an employee. 


CONTRIBUTIONS BY EMPLOYERS 


10.—(1) The Board on the advice of the actuary 
shall fix the rate or rates to be used to calculate the 
amount of contributions to be paid into the fund by 
an employer in respect of the contributory earnings 
of members. 


(2) The rates referred to in subsection 1 shall be a 
Pees of the contributary earnings of the members 
and, 


(a) in respect of members whose normal retire- 
ment age is 65 years shall be a basic rate 
applicable to all employers; 


(b) in respect of members whose normal retire- 
ment age is 60 years shall be a basic rate 
applicable to all employers; and 


(c) in respect of each member who becomes a 
member after, 


(i) the 1st day of January, 1966, or 


(ii) twelve months following the date on 
which he became an employee of his 
present employer, 


whichever is the later date, shall be a special 
rate. 


(3) The basic rates under subsection 2 shall be 
such that if continued in force, together with the 
special rates under subsection 2 and the rates of 
contribution by the members under section 9, the 
assets of the Fund will provide the benefits under 
this Regulation. 


(4) A special rate under subsection 2 shall be such 
that, if continued in force for the remaining service 
of the member to whom it is applicable, it will produce 
an amount of special contributions that is actuarially 
equivalent to the amount by which the benefits to be 
paid to or with respect to the member exceed the 
contributions otherwise payable by or on behalf of 
the member in respect of his contributory earnings. 


(5) The contributions to be paid by the employer 
to the Fund shall be determined by multiplying the 
earnings of members employed by the employer by 
the rates fixed by the Board under this section. 


NORMAL RETIREMENT 


11.—(1) The normal retirement age of a member 
is 65 years except in those cases where an employer 
files a certificate with the secretary-treasurer stating 
that persons who are engaged by the employer as 
policemen or firemen are entitled to retire at age 60, 
in which case the normal retirement age of such 
members is 60 years. 


(2) The normal retirement date of a member is the 
last day of the month in which the member attains 
his normal retirement age. 


NORMAL RETIREMENT PENSIONS 


12.—(1) Every member who retires on or after 
his normal retirement date is entitled to receive a 
pension in respect of his contributory earnings. 


(2) A pension under this section is payable to a 
member for his life commencing on the first day of 
the month next following the month of his retirement. 


(3) The annual amount of pension payable under 
this section is 2 per cent of the contributory earnings 
of the member. 
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DISABILITY RETIREMENT PENSIONS 


13.—(1) Every member who retires because of 
total and permanent disability is entitled to a pension 
if he has completed ten years of service. 


(2) A pension under this section is payable to the 
member for his life and commences on the first day of 
the month following the date of his retirement or the 
date on which he is declared by the secretary-treasurer 
to be totally and permanently disabled, whichever is 
the later date and if the member ceases to be totally 
and permanently disabled before his normal retirement 
date, the pension shall be suspended until the date on 
which his normal retirement pension commences or 
the date upon which he has been declared again by the 
secretary-treasurer to be totally and permanently 
disabled, whichever is the earlier date. 


(3) The annual amount of pension payable to a 
member under this section is 2 per cent of the con- 
tributory earnings of the member. 


(4) A member shall be considered to be totally and 
permanently disabled if found by the secretary- 
treasurer, on the advice of a legally qualified medical 
practitioner, to be incapable of engaging in gainful 
employment during the remainder of his lifetime 
because of mental or physical impairment of the 
member. 


(5) Every member who is receiving a pension under 
this section shall, at the request of the secretary- 
treasurer and at the expense of the Fund, submit from 
time to time to a medical examination by a legally 
qualified medical practitioner but such an examination 
shall not be required more frequently than once a year 
and not after the normal retirement date of the member. 


(6) If a member fails within thirty days of a 
request to submit to a medical examination in ac- 
cordance with subsection 5, the member shall be 
deemed not to be totally and permanently disabled. 


(7) Notwithstanding subsection 3, the amount of 
pension payable to a member in any month before his 
normal retirement date, under this section, together 
with any amount of compensation payable to the 
member with respect to that month under The Work- 
men’s Compensation Act shall not exceed 75 per cent 
of the monthly rate of earnings of the member im- 
mediately preceding his retirement. 


(8) A member may appeal to the Board any decision 
of the secretary-treasurer under this section and the 
decision of the Board is final. 


PENSIONS TO WIDOWS OR CHILDREN 


14.—(1) On the death of the member before or 
after commencement of his pension, his widow is 
entitled to receive a pension unless the widow married 
the member after his 60th birthday or after commence- 
ment of his pension. 


(2) A pension under this section is payable to the 
widow commencing on the first day of the month next 
following the month in which the death of the member 
occurred and continues until her death or remarriage, 
whichever first occurs. 


(3) The annual amount of pension payable to a 
widow under this section is 1 per cent of the contribu- 
tory earnings of the member reduced by one-fiftieth 
thereof for each completed year that the age of the 
widow at the death of the member is less than the 
member’s normal retirement age. 


(4) If, upon the death of a widow of a member or 
of a member whose wife has predeceased him, there is 
a child or children of the member under eighteen years 
of age, the pension under this section is payable to the 
child or children under the age of eighteen years. 


DEFERRED PENSIONS AND 
EARLY RETIREMENT PENSIONS 


15.—(1) If a member ceases to be an employee 
before his normal retirement date the member is 
entitled to receive a deferred pension in respect of his 
contributory earnings. 


(2) A deferred pension under this section is payable 
to a member for his life commencing on the day im- 
mediately following his normal retirement date if he 
is then living. 


(3) The annual amount of the deferred pension 
payable in accordance with subsection 2 is 2 per cent 
of the contributory earnings of the member. 


(4) Where a member has become entitled to a 
deferred pension under this section, he may in lieu 
thereof elect to receive, with the approval of the 
Board, an early retirement pension for the life of the 
member, commencing on the first day of any month 
within the ten year period before his normal retirement 
date but after the receipt by the secretary-treasurer 
of the election of the member, in which event the 
annual amount of pension payable to the member shall 
be actuarially equivalent to the benefits otherwise 
payable to the member under this section. 


OPTIONAL SETTLEMENTS 


16.—(1) A member may elect to integrate his pen- 
sion with the pension payable to him under The Old 
Age Security Act (Canada) in which case an increased 
annual amount of pension is payable to the member 
until his 70th birthday or his death, whichever first 
occurs, and if the member is living on his 70th birthday 
the annual amount of increased pension shall be re- 
duced by the annual amount payable to him under 
that Act and taken into account in the determination 
of the integrated pension. 


(2) The annual amount of the integrated pension 
shall be actuarially equivalent to the pension that the 
member is otherwise entitled to receive under this 
Regulation. 


(3) An election under this section shall be made 
before the payment of any benefits to the member, but 
the election is not operative if, 


(a) the pension of the member commences be- 
fore his normal retirement date; or 


(b) the member revokes his election before receiv- 
ing any benefits. 


PAYMENT OF BENEFITS 


17.—(1) Pensions are payable in equal monthly 
installments, but if the monthly installment is less 
than $10 the secretary-treasurer may pay the actuarially 
equivalent amount in quarterly, half-yearly or yearly 
installments or in one sum. 


(2) Where a member who is in receipt of a pension 
becomes re-employed by an employer, the payment of 
the pension shall be suspended during the period of the 
employment. 


REFUND OF CONTRIBUTIONS BY MEMBERS 


18.—(1) On receipt of a written request from the 
payee, the contributions paid into the Fund by a 
member, plus interest thereon, less the amount of the 
benefits that have been paid to or with respect to the 
member shall be paid to, 


(a) the member if he ceases to be an employee 
before he commences to receive a pension; 


(b) the widow of the member, with the approval 
of the Board, if the request is received within 
thirty days after the death of the member; 
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(c) the beneficiary of the member if, on the death 
of the member, the widow or children of the 
member are not entitled to receive a pension; 


(d) the beneficiary of the member if, on or after 
the death of the widow, there are no children 
of the member under the age of eighteen years, 


and payment of a refund shall be in full satisfaction of 
the rights in respect of the member under this Regu- 
lation. 


(2) If the person designated as the beneficiary of 
the member is not living, any amount payable to the 
beneficiary under this section shall be paid to the 
estate of the member. 


(3) In the determination of a refund under this 
section, interest shall be calculated at the rate of 
3 per cent per annum, compounded yearly, from the 
end of the year in which the contributions are paid into 
the Fund until the first day of the month in which, 


(a) the refund is payable, where the refund is 
payable before the commencement of the 
pension; or 


(6) the pension is payable, where the refund is 
payable after the commencement of the 
pension. 


PROOF OF AGE 


19. No person is entitled to the payment of a 
pension under this Regulation until he has submitted 
proof of age to the secretary-treasurer. 


DESIGNATION OF BENEFICIARIES 


20. Every member, by filing a notice with the 
secretary-treasurer, may designate a person as his 
beneficiary to receive such sum as may be payable to 
his beneficiary under this Regulation and may revoke 
any such notice and designate another person as his 
beneficiary. 


PENSION IN RESPECT OF PRIOR SERVICE 


21.—(1) Every employer who elects to participate 
in the System may enter into an agreement with the 
Board for the provision of benefits in respect of prior 
service of employees of the employer who have become 
members. 


(2) The contributions to the Fund for benefits in 
respect of the prior service of a member shall be pro- 


vided exclusively by the member, the employer or 
both. 


(3) When a contribution under this section is 
paid into the Fund, interest compounded annually on 
the contribution shall accrue at the rate applicable to 
the Province of Ontario debentures issued under 
section 7 of the Act for the year in which the contri- 
bution is paid and the contribution and the interest 
earned thereon shall be converted into pension using 
such factors as may be adopted by the Board on the 
advice of the actuary at the date on which the con- 
tribution is paid into the Fund, 


(4) An agreement entered into under subsection 1 
shall determine the amount of, 


(a) contributions to be paid by or on behalf of 
a member, in which case contributions shall 
be deemed to be contributions by the member, 
and the amount of pension payable to or with 
respect to the member shall be that which the 
contributions and the interest earned thereon 
at the credit of the member will purchase in 
accordance with the factors adopted by the 
Board under subsection 3 and the payment of 
benefits shall be subject to the same terms 





and conditions as are prescribed for benefits 
in respect of contributory earnings in section 
12 and sections 14 to 18, except that, if a 
contribution paid into the Fund under this 
section is refunded in accordance with clause 
a of subsection 1 of section 18, the portion 
ot the refund that is derived from the em- 
ployer’s contribution shall be paid to the 
employer; or 


(6) pensions to be paid to or with respect to a 
member in which case the amount of contri- 
butions to be paid into the Fund shall be 
that which is required under subsection 3 to 
purchase the pension and the payment of 
benefits shall be subject to the same terms and 
conditions as are prescribed for benefits in 
respect of contributory earnings in section 12 
to 18, except that, with the approval of the 
Board, the employer may elect to provide 
that where the member ceases to be an em- 
ployee of the employer for reasons other than 
his death, before the commencement of his 
pension, the benefits under this section may 
be limited to a refund of his contribution plus 
interest thereon as provided in section 18. 


(5S) Notwithstanding subsection 4, the maximum 
annual pension of a member in respect of prior service 
is 2 per cent of the product obtained by multiplying 
the annual rate of earnings of the member at the 
effective date with respect to the employer by the 
number of years of prior service of the member less 
any pension that is payable to the member under an 
approved pension plan in respect of prior service. 


(6) The annual amount of pension payable under 
this section to the widow or a child or children of a 
member is one-half of the annual amount of pension 
payable to the member under this section at his normal 
retirement date reduced by one-fiftieth thereof for each 
completed year that the age of the widow at the death 
of the member is less than the member’s normal 
retirement age. 


(7) Contributions paid into the Fund under clause 
a of subsection 4 shall be described as ‘‘money pur- 
chase’ contributions and contributions paid into the 
Fund under paragraph 6 of subsection 4 shall be 
described as ‘“‘unit benefit’’ contributions, and when 
unit benefit contributions are paid into the Fund such 
contributions shall be accounted for on a deposit 
administration basis.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE INDUSTRIAL STANDARDS ACT 


1. The Schedule is in force during pleasure within 
the Niagara Falls zone and is binding upon the em- 
ployers and employees in the painting and decorating 
industry. 


2. Regulation 359 of Revised Regulations of On- 
tario, 1960 is revoked. 


3. This Regulation comes into force on the tenth 
day after the publication thereof in The Ontario Gazette 
under The Regulations Act. 
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SCHEDULE—PAINTING AND DECORATING 
INDUSTRY 


(NIAGARA FALLS) 
INTERPRETATION 
1. In this Schedule, ‘‘holiday’’ means, 

(a) Saturday; 

(b) Sunday; 

(c) New Year’s Day; 

(d) Good Friday; 

(e) Victoria Day; 

(f) Dominion Day; 

(g) Labour Day; 

(h) Thanksgiving Day; and 

(1) Christmas Day. 


HOURS OF WORK 
2. The regular working periods for the industry are, 


(a) a regular working week consisting of not more 
than 421% hours of work performed during the 
regular working days; and 


(b) a regular working day consisting of not more 
than 81% hours of work performed on Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday or Friday 
between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. 


3.—(1) Night work is work performed other than, 
(a) on a holiday; or 
(6) during a regular working day, 


and consisting of not more than 8% hours of work in 
a period of twenty-four hours. 


(2) Where work cannot be performed during a 
regular working day, it may be performed by night 
work. 


MINIMUM RATES OF WAGES 
4. The minimum rate of wages is, 


(a) for work performed during a regular working 
day, 


(i) to and including the 14th day of March, 
1963, $2.25 an hour for spray-painting 
and paper-hanging, and $2.15 an hour 
for all other work, and 


(ii) on and after the 15th day of March, 
1963, $2.35 an hour for spray-painting 
and paper-hanging, and $2.25 an hour 
for all other work; and 


(b) for night work, 


(i) to and including the 14th day of March, 
1963, $2.51 an hour for spray-painting 
and paper-hanging, and $2.40 an hour 
for all other work, and 


(ii) on and after the 15th day of March, 
1963, $2.63 an hour for spray-painting 
and paper-hanging, and $2.51 an hour 
for all other work. 





OVERTIME WORK 


5. Overtime work is work, 


(a) that is not night work and is not performed 
during a regular working day; or 


(b) that is performed on a holiday. 


6.—(1) No overtime work shall be performed in 
the industry after one hour immediately following the 
working period of a regular working day without a 
permit from the advisory committee. 


(2) The advisory committee is authorized to issue 
the permits subject to this Schedule. 


7.—(1) No permit for overtime work shall be issued 
to any person other than an employer. 


(2) No permit shall be issued by the advisory 
committee for overtime work on a holiday except, 


(a) in cases of extreme necessity, where life or 
property is jeopardized; or 


(b) for repairs to buildings, where the overtime 
work is necessary to prevent the loss of em- 
ployment to persons who are regularly 
employed in the buildings. 


RATES OF WAGES FOR OVERTIME WORK 


8. The rate of wages for overtime work is, 


(a) for overtime work performed on a holiday 
other than on Saturday between 8 a.m. and 
midday, 


(1) to and including the 14th day of March, 
1963, $4.50 an hour for spray-painting 
and paper-hanging, and $4.30 an hour 
for all other work, and 


(ii) on and after the 15th day of March, 
1963, $4.70 an hour for spray-painting 
and paper-hanging, and $4.50 an hour 
for all other work; and 


(b) for overtime work performed on Saturday 
between 8 a.m. and midday and for all other 
overtime work, 


(i) to and including the 14th day of March, 
1963, $3.3714 an hour for spray-paint- 
ing and paper-hanging, and $3.22) an 
hour for all other work, and 


(ii) on and after the 15th day of March, 
1963, $3.521% an hour for spray-paint- 
ing and paper-hanging, and $3.3714 an 
hour for all other work.

GENERAL 
INTERPRETATION 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “boom of a crane’ means the projecting part 
of a crane from which the load is supported;

GENERAL 
2. In applying this Regulation, 
(a) the composition of material of an object; and 


(b) the size and arrangement of material of an 
object, 





may vary from that prescribed but only to the extent 
that the inspector is satisfied that the strength of the 
object and the safety of its use by workmen is equal 
to or greater than the strength and safety as prescribed. 


3. Every employer shall appoint one or more com- 
petent persons to be in direct personal charge of the 
workmen on each shift and one such person may be 
himself. 


_ 4. No person with authority over workmen ata pro- 
ject shall permit a workman to work on the project 
except in the manner and with the safeguards prescribed 
by this Regulation. 


5. Every employer shall ensure that the equipment, 
materials and safeguards required by this Regulation 
are provided and maintained in good condition at the 
project. 


6. Every employer shall, 


(a) provide and maintain in good condition in a 
location readily accessible to the workmen, 
a copy of the Act and regulations; and 


(6) affix, at the entrance to the project or at 
another location readily available to the work- 
men, 


(1) such notice of the provisions of the Act 
and regulations in one or more languages 
as will enable workmen to be acquainted 
with their rights, responsibilities and 
duties under the Act and regulations, 
and 

(41) a notice of the name, address and 

telephone number of the inspector.

INSPECTORS 


_ %—(1) A person is qualified to be appointed an 
inspector under the Act if he, 


(a) is over twenty-five years of age; 


(b) subject to subsection 2, has had experience 
for a period of at least four years, 


(i) in making safety inspections for work- 
men engaged in the construction or 
alteration of buildings and structures, 


(ji) in making inspections of buildings or 
other structures during their construc- 
tion or alteration, or 


(iii) in supervising construction or altera- 
tion of buildings or other structures, 


or any combination thereof; and 


(c) is familiar with the provisions of the Act and 
the regulations. 


(2) The period of experience under clause 6 of sub- 
section 1 is one year for a person duly registered as a 
professional engineer in Ontario. 


FENCING AND BARRICADES 


8.—(1) Subject to subsection 2, where a building 
or other structure being constructed, altered, repaired 
or demolished is located within seven feet of a sidewalk 
or other public way used by pedestrians, work shall not 
be commenced on the project until a covered way has 
been constructed over the sidewalk or public way. 


(2) Subsection 1 does not apply to a one-storey 
project where a substantially constructed fence or 
boarding not less than six feet high is constructed and, 
in the written opinion of an inspector, adequately 
safeguards the persons using the sidewalk or public way. 
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9. A covered way shall, 
(a) havea clear height of not less than eight feet; 
(b) have a clear width of not less than five feet; 


(c) be designed and constructed to safely support 
all loads that may reasonably be expected to 
be applied to it, but in no case less than fifty 
pounds per square foot on the roof; 


(d) have a weather-tight roof sloped toward the 
project; 


(e) be totally enclosed on the project side so that 
there is a reasonably smooth surface on the 
sidewalk side of that enclosure; and 


(f) have a railing forty-two inches in height on 
the street side. 


10. Where a building or other structure being con- 
structed, altered, repaired or demolished is located 
seven feet or more from a sidewalk or other public way 
used by pedestrians, a substantially constructed fence 
or boarding not less than six feet high shall be con- 
structed if, in the written opinion of an inspector, the 
persons using the sidewalk or other public way might 
be endangered, 


BRACING AND SUPPORTS 
11. Sufficient bracing and supports, either perma- 
nent or temporary, shall be provided to ensure that the 
project, or any part thereof, will safely support all 
loads to which it may be subjected at all stages of 
progress of the project. 
PERSONAL PROTECTIVE CLOTHING AND EQUIPMENT 


12. No person shall work, 


(a) in an excavation exceeding six feet in depth; 
or 


(b) in any other place where he might be en- 
dangered by falling or by falling material, 


unless he is wearing a hat manufactured for the purpose 
of protecting persons from falling objects. 


13. No person shall work, or be permitted to work, 
where he might be exposed to eye injury, 


(a) due to flying particles; 

(b) from hazardous substances; or 

(c) from harmful light or other rays, 
unless he is protected by a screen, clear or coloured 
glasses, as appropriate, or other suitable device, manu- 
factured for the purpose of protecting persons from such 


injury. 


14. No person shall work, or be permitted to work, 
where he might be exposed to foot injury, 


(a) from falling or crushing objects; 


(b) from hot, corrosive or poisonous substances; 
or 


(¢) because of abnormally wet locations, 


unless he is wearing footwear manufactured for the 
purpose of protecting persons from such injury. 


15. No person shall work, or be permitted to work, 
where he might be exposed to injury from noxious gases, 
fumes or dusts or due to a lack of oxygen unless such 
person is protected, 


(a) by adequate mechanical ventilation; or 
(b) by wearing suitable respiratory equipment 
manufactured for the purpose of protecting 

persons from such hazardous exposures. 
16. Every employer shall require to be worn such 
personal protective clothing as is necessary for the 


protection of his workmen from any particular hazard 
to which they are exposed. 


HOUSEKEEPING 


17. Every scaffold, runway, stairway and passage- 
way shall, while work is being performed at the project, 


(a) be kept clear of obstructions; 


(b) be kept clear of ice, snow or other slippery 
materials; and 
(¢) when necessary to ensure firm footing, be 
sprinkled with sand or other suitable abrasive 
material. 
18.—(1) Waste material and debris shall be removed 
from the building or structure to a suitable disposal 
area. 


(2) Such removal shall be daily or more often if 
necessary to prevent a hazardous condition. 


19. Waste material and debris shall, 


(a) not be permitted to fall freely from one level 
to another; and 


(b) be lowered by a chute or in a suitable con- 
tainer. 


20. Protruding nails in lumber or scrap material 
shall be removed so as not to be a source of danger to 
workmen. 


21. No person shall place any tool or other object 
where it may endanger workmen. 


22. Small tools and gear shall, at the end of each 
work shift, be collected and stored in a suitable place. 


23. A sign bearing the word ‘‘DANGER"” shall be 
posted, 


(a) at temporarily unguarded openings in floors 
and walls; 


(b) adjacent to hoisting areas; and 


(c) under hanging scaffolds. 


HANDLING AND STORING MATERIALS 
24. A temporary storage structure shall, 

(a) be designed and constructed to safely with- 
stand the loads imposed by the material to 
be stored; and 

(b) shall not be loaded in excess of the safe loading. 

25. Building materials or equipment shall not be 
placed or stored on a permanent or temporary structure 
so as to exceed the safe loadings of the structure or 
any part thereof. 


26. No building material shall be stored, stacked 
or piled within six feet of, 


(a) a floor or roof opening; 
(b) the open edge of a floor or roof; or 


(c) an excavation, 
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27.—(1) Lumber, structural steel and_ similar 
materials shall be stored so that the pile is secure 
against collapsing or tipping. 


(2) Cross-pieces shall be used in a pile of lumber 
more than four feet high, to provide stability to the 
pile. 


28. Masonry units shall be stacked, 


(a) on level wooden planks, a platform or other 
level base; 


(b) in tiers throughout a pile; 


(c) so that a vertical face of a pile is not over 
six feet in height; 


(d

when the pile is above six feet in height, by 
progressively stepping the pile back from the 
vertical faces; 


(e

when the pile is above six feet in height, with 
wood strips between tiers to prevent toppling; 
and 


(f) with header units in the pile where necessary 
to provide stability. 


29. Reinforcing steel and pipe shall be stacked in 
substantially supported and braced racks, or frames, 
unless other provision is made to prevent their move- 
ment sideways. 


30. Bagged material shall be, 


(a) piled with cross-piles on the exterior of the 
pile to prevent movement of the bags; 


(6) piled not more than ten bags high at a vertical 
face of a pile, except where the pile is in a 
storage bin or enclosure; and 


(c) removed from a pile so that the top of the 
pile is kept approximately level. 


31. Other materials to be used on the project shall 
be stored in an orderly manner and so as to not endanger 
the safety of workmen. 


SANITATION 


32.—(1) Adequate flush toilets, chemical toilets or 
privies shall be provided or made available for the use 
of workmen from the start of the project, 


(a) within reasonably easy access of their place 
of work; and 


(b) so that there is at least one toilet or privy 
for every 30 or fewer workmen on the project 
at any one time. 


(2) Every flush toilet, chemical toilet or privy 
shall, 


(a) be constructed so that any user is sheltered 
from view and protected from the weather and 
from falling objects; 


(b) have natural or artificial illumination; 


(c) be provided with adequate supplies of toilet 
paper and disinfectant; and 


(d) be maintained in a clean and sanitary condi- 
tion. 


33.—(1) An adequate supply of pure drinking water 
shall be kept readily accessible for workmen. 


(2)j}The drinking water shall be supplied from a 
piping system or from a clean, covered container having 
a drain faucet. 


; (3) No person shall be required to, or shall, use a 
dipper or drinking cup in common with other persons. 


34. Washing facilities with adequate clean water, 
soap and individual towels shall be provided for work- 
men who use or handle corrosive, poisonous or other 
substances likely to endanger their safety. 


FIRE PROTECTION 


35. At least one water-type fire extinguisher having 
a capacity of two imperial gallons shall be provided, 


(a) in every workshop; 


(b) in every storage building for combustible 
materials; 


(c) in places where welding or flame-cutting 
operations are carried on and while the opera- 
tions are being carried on and for a reasonable 
time after their conclusion; and 


(d) on each storey having a floor space of 5,000 
square feet or less in an enclosed building 
being constructed or altered, and an addi- 
tional fire extinguisher for each additional 
5,000 square feet of floor space in the storey, 
or any fraction thereof. 


36. One or more dry chemical extinguishers with a 
capacity of four pounds, or other equally effective 
extinguishers, shall be provided, 


(a) where flammable liquids are stored or handled; 


(6) where oil or gas-fired heating equipment is 
used; and 


(c) where a tar or asphalt kettle is used. 


37. Where fire-extinguishing equipment might 
freeze, it shall be protected from freezing by using a 
suitable non-freezing solution or other effective pre- 
cautions shall be taken to prevent freezing. 


38. Fire-extinguishing equipment shall be, 
(a) protected from mechanical injury; 


(b) located for easy access at suitably marked 
stations; and 


(c) maintained in good operating condition. 


39. Where a permanent standpipe is to be installed 
in a building, it shall, 


(a) be installed progressively, so far as is practic- 
able, as the building construction proceeds; 


(b) be provided with a valve at each hose outlet; 


(c) be provided at each hose outlet with a nozzle 
and hose of at least 114-inch diameter installed 
inall storeys in such locations that each portion 
of the building is protected by means of hose 
not over seventy-five feet in length; and 


(d) have a suitable connection for the municipal 
fire department located on the street side 
not more than three feet and not less than one 
foot above grade. 


ELECTRICAL SUPPLY 


40.—(1) The employer shall take every practicable 
step to prevent danger to persons on the project from 
any live electric conductor or apparatus that might be 
a source of danger. 


(2) No person shall use a portable electric tool 
unless it is effectively grounded. 
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41. A main service switch and secondary electrical 
panel shall be, 


(a) securely mounted on substantial supports; 


(b) kept clear of any obstruction for three feet to 
the front; and 


(c) within easy reach of and readily accessible to 
authorized persons. 


42. A main service switch shall have a suitable 
device for locking it in the open position. 


43. All areas in which workmen are employed and 
the means of access thereto shall be adequately lighted. 


44.—(1) No person shall bring any object, including 
a boom of a crane or its load, within eight feet of an 
electrical power line of more than 750 volts unless he, 


(a) arranges for the electrical supply to be dis- 
connected; or 


(b) arranges for the insulation of the conductors; 
or 


(c) is using a crane that is equipped, 


(i) with a device to automatically warn 
the operator when the boom is closer 
than eight feet to a power line, or 


(ii) with insulation to prevent any electrical 
hazard to the crane operator or persons 
in the vicinity. 


(2) No person shall operate a crane or similar 
lifting device closer than the length of the boom of 
the crane to a power line for electricity at more than 
750 volts unless he has a person stationed within his 
view to warn him of danger from the power line. 


TEMPORARY HEAT AND STEAM SUPPLY 


45.—(1) No fuel for a temporary heating device 
in excess of one day's supply in safe containers shall 
be stored in a building or structure unless in a fire- 
resistive room constructed for the purpose. 


(2) No fuel shall be stored and no heating device 
shall be located in or adjacent to a means of egress. 


46. A fuel-fired heating device, including a tem- 
porary furnace or open salamander, 


(a) shall be so located, protected and used that 
it will not ignite, 


(1) tarpaulins or similar temporary en- 
closures; or 


(41) wood or other combustible materials; 


(b) shall be provided with a securely supported 
sheet metal pipe to discharge the products 
of combustion outdoors; and 


(c) shall be used only where there is adequate 
general ventilation while workmen are in the 
building or structure. 


47. A salamander shall, 


(a) not use bituminous coal; 


(b) be placed on the ground or on a non-com- 
bustible floor, but may be placed upon a 
wooden floor if it is separated therefrom by 
three inches of non-combustible material 
covered by sheet metal and extending two 
feet beyond all sides of the salamander; and 








(c) be not closer than 21% feet horizontally to or 
six feet vertically below any wooden or other 
combustible material. 


48. Temporary steam-piping shall be, 
(a) securely supported; and 


(b) insulated or protected by screens or guards 
where workmen are likely to accidentally 
come into contact with the piping. 


EXCAVATIONS 


49. No person shall commence an excavation for a 
project until all existing gas, electrical and other 
services that are likely to endanger the safety of work- 
men having access to the excavation have been properly 
shut off and disconnected. 


50. No person shall work in an excavation that 
may endanger the stability of an adjacent building. 


51. Such fences, guards or barricades as will prevent 
persons from falling into an excavation shall be provided 
at or near the sides of all excvations and shall be kept 
in place at all times, except when such fences, guards 
or barricades will interfere with the excavation or 
other work being done. 


52. When operations are suspended and during 
darkness, the sides of all excavations and all piles of 
excavated material or other material, tools and 
machinery shall be marked by lighted lanterns or 
flares where necessary to prevent accidents. 


53. The walls of an excavation shall be, 


(a) cut and trimmed to the stable slope of the 
material being excavated; 


(b) adequately supported by sheet-piling; or 
(c) adequately supported by shoring and bracing, 
to withstand all loads likely to be applied to the walls. 


54. All excavations shall be kept reasonably free 
of water at all times. 


55. No tool, machinery, timber or other object 
shall be placed in or kept adjacent to an excavation in 
a manner that might endanger the safety of a person 
in the excavation. 


56. No excavated material shall be placed or kept 
within two feet of the edge of an excavation. 


57. The person in charge of the work in connection 
with an excavation shall ensure that no vehicle or 
machinery is driven or operated or located so close to 
the edge of an excavation in which persons are working 
as to endanger the stability of the banks or sides of 
the excavation by vibration or otherwise. 


58. The person in charge of work in connection 
with an excavation shall not allow any person to enter 
or to remain in the excavation if the provisions of this 
Regulation with respect to such excavations are not 
complied with. 


VENTILATION OF EXCAVATIONS 


59. The person in charge of the work in connection 
with an excavation shall take precautions to ensure 
that no harmful gases or fumes are present in the 
excavation to such a degree as might endanger the 
safety of persons working therein. 


60. Where gases and fumes are likely to be present 
in an excavation or tests show their presence therein, 
sufficient mechanical ventilation to protect the health 
and safety of persons working in the excavation shall 
be provided. 
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_ 61. No internal combustion engine shall be operated 
in an excavation unless adequate provision is made 
to ensure that exhaust gases and fumes will not accumu- 
late in the excavation. 


_ 62. Where rock-drilling operations are carried on 
in an excavation, the person in charge of the work 
shall ensure that an adequate supply of water is pro- 
vided at the drill hole to control the dissemination of 
dust into the breathing zone of the drill operator or 
other persons working in the excavation. 


EXPLOSIVES 


63. The person in charge of work in connection 
with which explosives are to be used, 


(a) shall not allow or designate any person who 
is inexperienced in handling dynamite or 
other high explosives to handle, transport, 
prepare or use dynamite or other high ex- 
plosives in connection with such work, unless 
the inexperienced person works under the 
personal supervision of a person having ex- 
perience in such work; 


(b) shall post up in the field office and at the 
magazines the names of all persons designated 
to handle, transport, prepare or use dynamite 
or other high explosives; and 


(c) shall designate one person to be in charge of 
blasting operations and such designated person 
shall enforce his orders and directions and 
supervise the fixing of all charges and other 
blasting operations. 


64. Every firing circuit in connection with blasting 
operations shall be broken at a safe distance from the 
blasting area at a point and in a manner satisfactory 
to an inspector. 


65. No greater quantity of dynamite or other high 
explosives than is required for immediate use in an 
excavation shall be taken into an excavation. 


CONSTRUCTION EQUIPMENT 


66. An automotive vehicle shall, 


(a) be operated only by an experienced and 
licensed driver; and 


(b) have the wheels blocked while being loaded 
on sloping ground or adjacent to an excavation. 


67. No person shall remain on or in a vehicle while 
it is being loaded by a power shovel or similar loading 
device, if the boom or the load is likely to pass over 
the person on or in the vehicle, 


68. Every lifting jack shall, 


(a) have its rated capacity legibly cast or stamped 
in plain view on the jack; and 


(b) be equipped with a positive stop to prevent 
over-travel, or with an indicator where a 
positive stop is impracticable. 


POWER-DRIVEN CRANES, SHOVELS, ETC. 


69. Every power-driven crane, shovel or similar 
machine shall have, 


(a) safe and easy access to the operator’s station 
by means of a ladder or steps and handrail; 
and 


(b) a cab, screen or other adequate overhead 
protection for the operator. 





70. No person shall, when a crane, shovel or similar 
machine is in operation, 


(@) remain on the operating platform; or 


(b) be within the radius of rotation of any part 
of the crane or similar machine, 


ee he is authorized by the person in charge of the 
work, 


71. When an excavating machine is not in use, the 
bucket shall rest on the ground or other suitable 
support. 


72. A competent signal man shall assist the operator 
of a crane, shovel or similar machine whose view of 
the path of travel of any part of the machine or its 
load is obstructed. 


73. No person shall ride on the load, hook or sling 
of a crane or other similar hoisting machine. 


74. One or more guide ropes or tag lines shall be 
used to prevent rotation or other uncontrolled motion 
of a load being hoisted by a crane or similar machine. 


PILE-DRIVING EQUIPMENT 


f 75. The working platform of a pile-driving machine 
shall, 


(a) have adequate space for workmen; 
(b) be provided with a guardrail; and 


(c) be kept clear of all ropes, tools and other 
materials. 


76. The hose supplying steam or air to the hammer 
shall be attached to it with wire rope or chain to prevent 
the hose from whipping if the hose becomes separated 
from the hammer. 


REPAIRS TO MACHINERY 
77. A crane, hoist, derrick or other machine shall, 


(a) be carefully inspected, as far as is practicable, 
each day before being operated; 


(b) be not used while repair or maintenance work 
is being done on the machine; and 


(c) not have its steam or air lines repaired while 
subjected to internal pressure. 


GUARDING MACHINERY 


78.—(1) Subject to subsection 2, no person shall 
operate a gear, pulley, belt, chain, shaft, flywheel, 
saw or other mechanically-powered part of a machine 
unless it is effectively guarded or fenced to be safe for 
a person in its vicinity. 


(2) Subsection 1 does not apply to a machine or 
part of a machine that is in such a position or of such 
construction as to be as safe for every person in its 
vicinity as if it were guarded or fenced. 


ACCESS TO WORK PLACES 


79. Means of access to every excavation, floor, 
platform and fixed scaffold where work is being per- 
formed above or below ground level shall, 


(a) be provided by a stair, runway, ramp, scaffold 
or ladder; and 


(6b) be maintained in place and in safe condition 
at all times. 
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80. Sufficient means of egress shall be provided 
from each floor so that al workmen can safely evacuate 
the building, structure or excavation in case of an 
emergency. 


STAIRS 


81. When any work on a building has progressed 
to a height of more than sixty feet above ground level, 
the means of egress shall be by permanent or temporary 
stairs that shall, 


(a) be provided for the entire height from the 
ground to the uppermost working level; and 


(b) be continued as the height of the project is 
increased. 


82. Temporary stairs shall, 
(a) be maintained in a safe condition until the 
permanent stairs have been installed; and 
(6) be not less than 44 inches wide. 


83. Permanent stairs shall be installed as soon as 
working conditions permit. 


84. Stairs and landings shall be designed and con- 
structed to safely support a live load of 100 pounds per 
square foot. 


85. Stairs shall, 


(a) have treads and risers uniform in width, 
length and height in any one flight; 


(6) have stringers making an angle not exceeding 
50° from the horizontal; 


(c) have a vertical distance between landings not 
exceeding twelve feet; and 


(d) have a handrail or guardrail securely fastened 
and supported in place on the open side or 
sides of each flight and at each landing. 

stairs shall have temporary 


86. Skeleton steel 


wooden treads, 


(a) of suitable planking extending the full width 
of the stairs and landings; and 


(6) securely fastened in place. 


PLATFORMS, RUNWAYS AND RAMPS 
87. A runway, ramp or platform other than a 
scaffold platform shall be designed, constructed and 
maintained to safely support all loads that may 
reasonably be expected to be applied to it. 
88. A runway or ramp shall be, 
(a) nineteen inches or more in width; 


(b) securely fastened at both ends; and 


(c) adequately held in place at intermediate 
supports by bolts, spikes or cleats. 


89.—(1) A ramp shall have, 


(a) a slope not exceeding one foot of vertical 
rise to each three feet of horizontal run; 


(6) cross cleats if the slope exceeds one foot of 
vertical rise to each eight feet of horizontal 
run, and the cleats shall be, 


(i) spaced at regular intervals not exceed- 
ing eighteen inches, and 


(ii) of equivalent strength and _ have 
equivalent resistance to slipping as one 
inch by two inch dressed boards 
securely nailed to the ramp. 


(2) A runway, ramp or platform other than a 
scaffold platform shall have a guardrail on the open 
side or sides, 


(a) where the platform, runway or ramp is ten 
feet or more above a safe working level if used 
by pedestrians only; or 


(6) where the platform, runway or ramp is four 
feet or more above a safe working level if 
used for wheel-barrows or other vehicles. 


(3) An inspector may require a guardrail for a 
platform, runway or ramp where a guardrail is not 
required by subsection 2. 


LADDERS 


90. A single section ladder shall not exceed thirty 
feet in length. 


91. An extension ladder shall not exceed sixty feet 
in length. 


92. In a building or structure under construction, 


(a) the maximum ascent by ladder or ladders 
shall be sixty feet; and 


(b) two separate lines of ladders or double ladders 
shall be provided if the ascent exceeds twenty 
feet to a working place for more than three 
persons; and 


(c) one ladder shall be designated for ascent and 
one for descent. 


93. Runs of ladders over fifty feet high shall, 


(a) have rest platforms at intervals not greater 
than thirty-five feet; and 


(6) be offset at every platform to provide over- 
head protection. 


94. Every ladder shall be designed, constructed, 
maintained, used and stored so as to not endanger the 
safety of any person. 


95. A ladder shall, 


(a) not be used when it has a broken or loose 
member or other fault; 

(6) have rungs evenly spaced at not more than 

twelve inches on centres;

(c) have side rails not less than sixteen inches 
apart; 


(d 


at 


be placed on a firm footing; 


(¢) be held in place by one or more persons while 
being used if it exceeds twenty feet in length 
and is not permanently fastened; 


(f) when not permanently fastened, be placed so 
the base of the ladder is not less than one- 
quarter and not more than one-third of the 
ladder length from a point directly below 
the top of the ladder and at the same level 
as the base of the ladder;

if used as a regular means of access between 
levels, 


(g 


(i) be securely fastened in place, 
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(ii) extend at least three feet above the 
upper landing or floor, and 


(iii) have a clear space of six inches behind 
ike 


(h) not be in an elevator shaft or hoistway when 
such space is being used for hoisting; and 


(7) not be lashed to another ladder to increase 
its length. 


96. A wooden ladder shall, 
(a) consist of wood that is sound, clear, straight- 
grained, thoroughly seasoned and free from 
sharp edges, splinters and shakes; 


(b) have side rails of spruce, western hemlock, 
Douglas fir or oak; 


(c) not be coated with an opaque material; and 


(d) have rungs of clear, straight-grained material 
free of knots. 


97. A wooden ladder fabricated at the project shall 
be of the cleat type having, 


(a) side rails, 
(i) 15% inches by 35% inches for ladders up 
to and including nineteen feet long, 
and 


(ii) 154 inches by 55 inches for ladders 
over nineteen feet long; and 


(b) cleats or rungs, 


(i) five-eighths of an inch by 25 inches, 
and 


(ii) recessed one-half inch into the siderails 


with a snug fit or braced by filler blocks 
between the cleats or rungs. 


98. A double width ladder shall, 
(a) have three rails evenly spaced; 
(b) be not less than five feet in width; 


(c) have cleats or rungs that extend the full width 
of the ladder; and 


(d) be securely fastened in place. 


SCAFFOLDS 


99. Where work cannot be safely done on or from 
the ground or from a building or other permanent 
structure, a scaffold or other safe means of support 
for workmen shall be provided. 


100.—(1) All lumber used in a scaffold shall be, 


(a) Douglas fir, western hemlock, spruce or other 
wood of equivalent strength; and 


(b) free of decay, large, loose or dead knots or 
defects that would adversely affect its strength 
or durability. 


(2) Nails in scaffolds shall be driven so that they 
do not bend or tend to withdraw from the wood. 


(3) All scaffold fittings and gear shall be suitable 
and properly installed. 


(4) Safety catches shall be provided for all hooks. 


101. The footing or support of a scaffold shall be 
sound, rigid and capable of supporting the maximum 
load without unsafe settlement or deformation. 


102. No person shall use a barrel, box or other 
loose object to, 


(a) stand upon while on a scaffold or working 
platform; or 


(b) support a scaffold or working platform. 
103. A scaffold shall, 


(a) be capable of supporting four or more times 
the maximum loading to which it may be 
subjected; 


(b) have all uprights diagonally and horizontally 
braced to prevent lateral movement; and 


(c) have no splices between the points of support 
of horizontal members. 


104. A plank in a platform of a scaffold shall, 


(a) overhang its end supports by not less than 
six inches and not more than eighteen inches; 


(b) be at least two inches thick and ten inches 
wide, even when dressed; and 


(c) be fastened in place. 


105.—(1) A 2-inch thick spruce plank in a platform 
of a scaffold shall, 


(a) not be loaded more than seventy-five pounds 
per square foot for a span of up to six feet; and 


(b) not be loaded more than fifty pounds per 
square foot for a span of ten feet. 


(2) Subject to subsection 1, a scaffold platform 
shall be designed, constructed and maintained to safely 
support all loads that may reasonably be expected to be 
applied to it. 


106. A stationary scaffold more than five feet above 
the ground or other firm support shall have a runway 
or ladder for access thereto. 


107. Where there is a danger of material falling on 
a workman ona scaffold, overhead protection equivalent 
to at least 2-inch thick planking spanning not over 
ten feet shall be provided. 


108.—(1) Subject to subsection 2, every open side 
and end of a scaffold platform that is ten or more feet 
above the ground or floor shall be equipped with a 
guardrail properly braced and fastened to the scaffold. 


(2) Subsection 1 does not apply to a platform of a 
ladder jack scaffold. 


109. An employer shall designate an experienced 
person, who may be himself, to supervise the installa- 
tion, use or removal of a scaffold. 


110. A pole-type scaffold shall, 


(a) have its entire exterior face well braced 
diagonally and horizontally; 


(b) be secured against lateral movement by 
bracing, anchoring to the building, guy wires 
or other effective means; and 


(c) have splices in poles made with lagging pieces 
at least equal in area to the cross-section of 
the pole. 
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111. An outrigger scaffold shall, 


(a) have at least 2-inch by 10-inch planks for 
flooring commencing within three inches of 
the walls; and 


(b) be well spiked or bolted together. 
112. The beam of an outrigger scaffold shall, 


(a) not extend more than six feet outside the face 
of a building; 


(b) be at least 114 times as long between the 
fulcrum and the inboard end as between the 
fulcrum and the outboard end of the beam; 


(c) be well braced against overturning at the 
fulcrum; and 


(d) be well secured against horizontal and vertical 
movement. 


113. A suspended scaffold shall, 


(a) have a hoisting device equipped with a 
ratchet and pawl and a positive secondary 
locking device; 


(b) not use fibre rope where, 


(i) the distance between blocks exceeds 
300 feet, 


(ii) a hoisting drum is used, or 
in the 


(iii) any corrosive substance is 
vicinity of the rope; 


(c) be secured to and firmly anchored to the 
building or structure; 


(d) have parallel stringers with tie rods spaced 
not over five feet apart; 


(e) have hangers located not less than six inches 
and not more than eighteen inches from the 
ends of the platforms; and 


(f) have platforms of twenty inches or greater 
width with planking secured in place. 


114. Each workman on a suspended scaffold shall, 
where practicable, use a safety belt attached in a 
satisfactory manner to a vertical lifeline of five-eighths 
of an inch or larger manila rope securely attached 
overhead to the project. 


115. A needle beam scaffold shall have, 


(a) floor planks at least two inches thick and at 
least two feet longer than the distance between 
supports; 


(b) floor planks 
slipping; 


adequately secured against 


(c) supports for platforms not over ten feet 
apart; and 


(d) suitable containers for tools securely attached 
to the scaffold. 


116. A horse scaffold shall, 
(a) not have a horse over four feet in height; 
(b) not exceed three tiers of horses in height; 


(c) have every platform in a tier three or more 
feet in width; 


(d) be solidly supported on a level surface; 
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(e) have horses placed directly above one another ; 
and 


(f) not have the horses spaced over ten feet 
apart, horizontally. 


117. A carpenter’s portable bracket scaffold shall, 


(a) have five-eighths of an inch or larger steel 
bolts with a flat section at least two feet long 
well spiked to the brackets; 


(b) have the bolts extending through the wall 
and inside blocking, and be well secured with 
a washer and lever handled nut; 


(c) not have the brackets spaced over ten feet 
apart; and 


(d) have not less than two 10-inch planks in 
the platform which shall be not less than two 
inches thick and extend not less than six 
inches nor more than twelve inches beyond 
the brackets. 


118. Not more than two workmen shall occupy the 
same panel of a carpenter’s bracket scaffold between 
brackets at the same time, and the loading shall not 
exceed fifty pounds per square foot. 


119.—(1) A bricklayer’s square scaffold shall 
consist of 2-inch planking supported on framed wood 
squares. 


(2) A square shall, 


(a) have two vertical side members and horizontal 
top and bottom members; 


(b) have diagonal bracing on each side of the 
square; 


(c) be not more than five feet high; 
(d) have a width not less than its height; and 


(e) be braced diagonally to adjacent squares on 
both the front and the rear sides of the 
scaffold. 


(3) The platform shall consist of 2-inch by 10-inch 
planks, tightly laid, for the full width of the squares. 


(4) The platform planks shall overlap over the 
squares by not less than six nor more than twelve 
inches and shall be supported by not less than three 
squares. 


120.—(1) No bricklayer’s square scaffold shall be 
more than three tiers in height. 


(2) Each tier shall have a plank platform well 
nailed or otherwise secured to the squares supporting 
it to prevent any movement of the scaffold. 


(3) The squares in each tier shall be vertically over 
the squares in the next lower tier. 


(4) The bottom square shall be set up on a level 
and sound foundation at least equal to a piece of 2-inch 
by 10-inch plank. 


121. Every ladder jack scaffold shall, 


(a) not be used to reach any point more than 
twenty feet in height; 


(b) have planks at least two inches thick by ten 
inches wide; 


(c) have ladder jacks that transmit their load 
to the rails and not through the rungs of the 
ladder; and

122. A boatswain’s chair shall, 


(a) not be less than two feet long by ten inches 
wide by one inch thick; 


(b) be reinforced by cleats securely fastened under 
the full width of the chair; 


(c) be supported by a sling which shall be three- 
eighths of an inch wire rope if a workman is 
using the blowtorch from the chair; and 


(d) have the suspension rope for the sling securely 
fastened to a safe point overhead or passed 
through a_ securely fastened block and 
fastened to a secure and accessible object. 


123. A person using a boatswain’s chair shall be 
provided with, and shall use, 


(a) a rope or strap guard across the front and rear 
of the seat and about eighteen inches above 
the seat unless he is wearing a safety belt 
attached to the lower tackle hook or to an 
overhead fixed support; and 


(b) means of preventing the supporting rope from 
being chafed. 


124. No person shall work on a scaffold while it is 
being erected, altered or dismantled, except for the 
purpose of erecting, altering or dismantling the scaffold. 


GUARDRAILS AND OPENINGS IN FLOORS 


125. Every opening in any floor or other surface 
used by workmen in common, not protected by a 
guardrail, shall be covered with securely fastened 
planks or other material capable of supporting any 
load likely to be imposed thereon. 


126. A guardrail shall be provided, 


(a) around any uncovered opening in a floor or 
other surface used by workmen in common; 


(b) at the perimeter or any other open side of a 
floor, mezzanine or balcony that is ten or 
more feet above the ground or other surface 
to which a workman might fall; 


(c) on the open sides and ends of a scaffold that 
is ten or more feet above a floor or other safe 
walking surface; and 

(d) where specified elsewhere in this Regulation. 


127. A guardrail shall, 


(a) consist of a 2-inch by 4-inch wooden rail 
securely supported on 2-inch by 4-inch posts 
spaced at intervals of not more than eight feet; 


(b) be not less than thirty-six inches nor more 
than forty-two inches above floor level; 


(c) have a 1-inch by 4-inch intermediate railing 
on the inner side of the posts midway between 
the top railing and the toeboard; 

(d) have a toeboard securely nailed to the posts 
and to the floor and extending from the floor 
to a height of five inches; and 


(e) be free of splinters and protruding nails. 


FLOORING DURING CONSTRUCTION 


128. During construction of a building, temporary 
or permanent flooring shall, 





(a) be installed, 


(i) so that no steel erector is required to 
work more than two storeys or the 
vertical distance between column splices 
above such flooring, and 


(ii) at each floor level where work other 
than steel erection is in progress; 


(b) extend over the whole working area except 
for necessary openings which shall be properly 
barricaded or fenced; 


(¢) consist of material providing strength suffi- 
cient to support any load likely to be applied 
and at least equal to sound spruce planking, 
two inches thick and ten inches wide with a 
span of ten feet; and 


(d

be securely fastened to and supported on 
girders, beams or other structural members 
capable of safely supporting the applied loads. 


WORKING OVER WATER 


129.—(1) Where there is water at a project into 
which a workman might fall with risk of drowning, 
the employer shall provide the rescue equipment 
prescribed by subsection 2, ready for use. 


_ (2) The rescue equipment shall consist of a com- 
bination of one or more of the following measures as 
approved by the inspector: 


1. A boat in operating condition and equipped 
with, 


i. a ring buoy attached to fifty feet of 
three-eighths of an inch manila rope, 
and 


ii. a boat-hook. 


2. A line across the water to which there is 
attached, 


i. floating planks at close intervals, or 


ii. other floating objects capable of provid- 
ing support for a person in water. 


3. A life vest for each workman exposed to the 
hazard of falling into the water. 


(3) The employer shall designate one or more 
persons who shall be readily available to perform any 
necessary rescue operation when an alarm signal is 
given, 


130.—(1) A safety belt or life net shall be provided 
for the use of a workman employed on a bridge more 
than fifty feet above water or land where, 





(a) there is danger of the workman falling from 
the structure; and 


(b) no scaffold or similar device is provided to 
prevent his falling from his working position. 


(2) Subsection 1 does not apply where the work of 
placing structural members prevents the use of such 
protective measures. 


FORMWORK 


131.—(1) Every structure and every part of a 
structure for the purpose of forming concrete shall be 
designed, constructed, supported and braced to safely 
withstand all loads likely to be applied to it before, 
duringZand after the placing of concrete. 
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(2) Where shores are used, the bracing required by 
subsection 1 shall include sufficient diagonal bracing 
in the vertical and horizontal planes to prevent lateral 
movement of the formwork and buckling of the shores. 


(3) Where shoring is more than one tier in height, 
the junction of each tier shall be braced to prevent any 
lateral movement. 


132. Footings for shores shall be sound, rigid and 
capable of carrying the maximum load without exces- 
sive settlement or deformation. 


DEMOLITION 


133. Where a structure to be demolished has 
suffered previous damage likely to endanger the safety 
of a workman by its accidental collapse, 


(a) the structure shall be temporarily braced or 
shored; or 


(b) other measures shall be taken, 


to prevent injury to any person until the structure is 
safely demolished. 


134. No person shall commence or continue to 
demolish a building or other structure until, 


a) he has taken steps to prevent injury to any 
; ie Se 
person in or near the project or the adjoining 
property; and 


(b) he has arranged for the disconnecting and 
capping of existing gas, water, steam and other 
services to the project. 


135. Glass shall be removed from windows and other 
locations in the project before demolition commences. 


136. No person shall stack or pile any material or 
debris in the project so as to endanger the safety of 
workmen. 


137. Adequate supports, braces or shoring shall be 
provided for the support of a derrick or other hoisting 
equipment. 


138. Scaffolding shall be made self-supporting to 
be independent of that portion of the project being 
demolished. 


139. Every means of egress shall be protected from 
falling material during demolition operations. 


140.—(1) Subject to subsection 2, demolition shall 
proceed systematically from the highest to the lowest 
point of the project. 


(2) In steel skeleton type buildings, the steel frame 
may be left in place during demolition of the masonry 
if the masonry and any loose material is removed from 
the steel frame in the order provided in subsection 1. 


(3) The work above each tier or floor shall be 
completed before the safety of its supports is impaired 
by the demolition operations. 


141. No workman shall enter or shall be permitted 
to enter any area where his safety might be endangered 
by materials or debris falling from the demolition 
operations. 


142.—(1) No person shall disconnect a truss, girder 
or other member until it has been relieved of all load 
except its own weight and given temporary support 
or lashed ready for lowering. 


(2) A derrick or other adequate equipment shall be 
provided for the lowering of a truss, girder or beam. 


143.—(1) Masonry walls shall be removed in 
reasonably level courses in any one storey. 


(2) Masonry shall not be loosened or permitted to 
fall in such masses as to endanger the structural 
stability of a floor or other support of the project. 


144. No workman shall stand on top of a wall, pier 
or chimney to remove material therefrom, unless safe 
flooring or adequate scaffolding or staging is provided 
on all sides and within twelve feet of his place of 
working. 


145.—(1) Rubbish and debris shall be lowered to 
the ground level in suitable containers or chutes. 


(2) Objects larger than rubbish or debris shall be 
lowered by cranes, hoists or other mechanical means. 


146. A chute shall, 
(a) be well constructed and rigidly fastened; 


(b) if at more than 45 degrees to the horizontal, 
be enclosed on the four sides; 


(c) where of the open type, be inclined at an 
angle of 45 degrees or less to the horizontal; 


(d) have a strong gate at the bottom end of every 
loading chute to control the flow of material 
from the chute; and 


(e) have a prominent sign warning of the danger 
at the outlet from the chute. 


147. The entrance to a chute shall, 

(a) have a 4-inch by 4-inch or larger curb or cleat 
where the entrance is at or below the floor 
level; 

(b) not be more than four feet high; 


(c) be kept closed when not in use; and 


(d) have a prominent sign warning of the danger 
at the entrance. 


148. Following demolition of a project, any base- 
ment or similar excavation shall, 


(a) be fenced or barricaded; or 


(b) if construction is not to proceed forthwith, 
be backfilled to grade level. 


149.—(1) This section applies to demolition by, 


(a) a heavy weight suspended by cable from a 
crane or other hoist machine; 


(b) a power shovel, bulldozer or other vehicle; or 
(c) any other powered mechanical device. 


(2) The project, or portion to be demolished, shall 
not be more than eighty feet high. 


(3) The person in charge of demolition shall ensure 
that no person, except his workmen, enters a demolition 
zone, 


(a) besiae its centre at the point of demolition; 
an 


(b) having a horizontal radius equal to 14% times 
the height of the project, or portion of the 
project being demolished, 


(4) The person in charge of demolition shall ensure 
that no workman, except a workman directly engaged 
on the mechanical demolition, shall, 


(a) enter or be within the demolition zone while 
the project is being mechanically demolished;

(b) enter or be on the structure to be mechanically 
demolished at any other time. 


(S$) The control of a mechanical device for demolish- 
ing a project shall be operated from a safe location 
which shall be as remote as is practicable from the 
demolishing operation.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the general suspension 


or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 

etween the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over

$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000.

Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition.

SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work.

1. Subsections 1 and 2 of section 2 of Regulation 206 
of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1960 are revoked 
and the following substituted therefor:

(a) who is not a collector authorized to act 
as agent of the Minister to receive the 
charge or tax but is licensed to sell 
gasoline under The Gasoline Handling 
Act; or 

(b) isan employee of a collector authorized 
to act as agent of the Minister to 
receive the charge or tax who, by 
reason of an agreement between him- 
self and the collector who is his em- 
ployer, is held responsible for and must 
pay the collector for all losses and 
shortages incurred with respect to 
gasoline delivered to him and sold by 
him for the account of the collector,

collects and pays over the charge or tax under 
subsection 1 of section 1 to a_ collector 
authorized to act as agent of the Minister to 
receive the charge or tax, he shall, upon 
application to the Minister, be paid a re- 
muneration of .033 cent for each gallon on 
which he has paid the charge or tax to the 
collector and on which he is not entitled at 
any time to make application for a refund of 
the charge or tax under section 5. 


(2) The application for remuneration shall be 
accompanied by properly receipted invoices 
covering the gasoline delivered by the collector 
authorized to act as agent for the Minister 
to receive the charge or tax in respect of which 
the applicant is claiming remuneration and, 
except as provided in subsection 2a, no re- 
muneration shall be paid if the charge for the 
gasoline is paid more than eight months 
before the date on which the application is 
mailed or delivered to the Minister. 


(2a) Where the charge for the gasoline is paid 
more than eight months and not more than 
twelve months before the date on which the 
application for the remuneration is mailed or 
delivered to the Minister, the amount of 
remuneration in respect of such gasoline shall 
be 90 per cent of the amount to which the 
applicant would otherwise be entitled. 


(2b) Each invoice submitted in support of an 
application shall clearly show the date upon 
which the collector authorized to act as agent 
of the Minister to receive the charge or tax 
was paid for the gasoline so delivered and the 
quantity of such gasoline, and no remunera- 
tion shall be paid in respect of an invoice or 
invoices on or in connection with which the 
applicant has misrepresented a material fact. 








(2c) Where an application for remuneration is 
supported in whole or in part by an invoice 
or invoices of a collector authorized to act as 
agent of the Minister to receive the charge 
or tax on or in connection with which the 
applicant has misrepresented a material fact, 
the amount of the remuneration that may be

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000.

respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same.

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 
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(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debentures debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan shall be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively.

THE SANATORIA FOR CONSUMPTIVES ACT 


TUBERCULOSIS CONTROL CLINICS 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) ‘‘clinic’”? means a tuberculosis control clinic 
established under section 2; 


(b) ‘clinic director’? means the director of a 
clinic appointed under section 2; 


(c) ‘‘Director’”’ means the Director of the Tuber- 
culosis Prevention Branch of the Department; 





(d) ‘tuberculin test’? means the introduction into 
the skin of a person of a substance approved 
under the Food and Drugs Act (Canada) for 
the purpose of detecting sensitivity of that 
person to the tubercle bacillus. 


2.—(1) The Minister may establish, maintain and 
operate tuberculosis control clinics for the prevention 
and treatment of tuberculosis. 


(2) Any person may be examined and tested for 
tuberculosis at a clinic, 


(a) upon the request of a municipal or provincial 
health officer; 


(b) upon referral by a duly qualified medical 
practitioner; or 


(c) in accordance with any general public invita- 
tion as made by the director of the clinic, 


and may be given such drugs and treatment for tuber- 
culosis as the clinic director deems advisable. 


3. The Director, 


(a) shall designate one or more duly qualified 
medical practitioners who are members of the 
staff of the Department; and 


(b) may appoint, with the approval of the Deputy 
Minister, one or more duly qualified medical 
practitioners who are not members of the staff 
of the Department, 


as clinic directors. 


4. A clinic director is responsible for the operation 
of his clinic and the functioning of its staff. 


5. Any test or examination for tuberculosis at a 
clinic may be performed by the clinic director or a 
duly qualified medical practitioner or a nurse author- 
ized by the clinic director. 


6. No tuberculin test shall be given to a person who 
is unmarried and under 18 years of age unless a con- 
sent in writing for the performance of the test has been 
signed by the parent or guardian of the person. 


7.—(1) In this section, ‘‘physician’’ means a duly 
qualified medical practitioner who is not a member of 
the staff of the Department. 


(2) Where a person attending a clinic suffers an 
abnormal reaction after a tuberculin test has been 
performed at the clinic, the clinic director may, 


(a) consult a physician and prepare a report of 
the consultation which shall be signed by the 
clinic director and the physician consulted; 


(b) arrange for a physician to examine the person 
tested and the physician shall sign his findings; 
and 


(c) notify the person tested or a physician desig- 
nated by him of the findings.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 
63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 


by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 


after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following, charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Billis presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved:

fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000.

SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature,

THE PUBLIC SERVICE ACT, 1961-62 


GENERAL 


Part I 
APPOINTMENTS AND ASSIGNMENTS 


NEW APPOINTMENTS 


1.—(1) Where the Commission authorizes a deputy 
minister to maintain lists of eligibles, and the deputy 
minister delegates all or part of this authority to a 
person in his department, the person delegated by the 
deputy minister shall be a civil servant and the deputy 
minister shall, as soon as practicable, inform the Com- 
mission in writing of the civil servant delegated and of 
any change in the delegation. 


(2) No person shall be added to the list of eligibles 
for a position unless he meets the qualifications deter- 
mined by the Commission for the position. New, 


2. Where the qualifications of applicants for any 
position in the civil service are equal, preference shall 
be given to those who were honourably discharged 
or retired from active service in Her Majesty’s forces 
in respect of, 


(a) the War of 1914 to 1918; 


(b) the War of 1939 to 1945; or 


(c) the Korean War, 1950-1953. 
Reg. 526, s. 2, amended. 


R.R.O. 1960, 


3.—(1) Subject to subsection 2, the Commission 
may upon the recommendation of the deputy minister, 
assign a civil servant from one position in his depart- 
ment to another position in his department. 


(2) Where the incumbent of a position is unable 
to act, his deputy minister may designate a civil servant 
in the department to fill the position in an acting 
capacity for a period not exceeding two months. 


(3) Where the deputy minister has designated a 
civil servant under subsection 2 and after two months 
the incumbent is still unable to act, the civil servant 
filling the position shall be paid as if he were assigned 
to the position. New. 


4. The Commission may assign a civil servant from 
a position in one department to a position in another 
department upon the recommendation of the deputy 
minister of the department to which the civil servant 
is assigned and the Commission shall determine 
whether or not the deputy minister of the department 
from which the civil servant is assigned concurs.

Part II 
CONDITIONS OF EMPLOYMENT 
ATTENDANCE 


5.—(1) Where the specifications for a classified 
position in the administrative staff call for a normal 


working day with regular hours, the hours worked shall 
be 714 hours per day and 3614 hours per week per- 
formed during the hours as determined by the deputy 
minister beginning not earlier than 8.00 a.m. and ending 
not later than 5.00 p.m. 


(2) There shall be a recess period for lunch of not 
more than 114 hours taken at such times as the official 


in charge with the approval of the deputy minister 
determines. 


(3) Where the deputy minister does not determine 
the hours during which work is to be performed, the 
hours shall be from 8.15 a.m. to 4.30 p.m. with one 
hour for the recess period for lunch, for the months of 
July and August of each year, and shall be from 8.30 
a.m. to 5.00 p.m. for the remainder of the year with 
114 hours for the recess period for lunch. 


(4) Each deputy minister shall ensure that all 
public offices in his department are kept open during 
lunch recesses. New. 


6.—(1) Each deputy minister shall ensure that daily 
attendance registers are maintained in his department, 
in which shall be recorded in respect of each public 
servant in the department, 


(a) his name and location; 


(b) the times when he reports for duty and when 
he leaves; and 


(c) other periods of absence with reasons. 


(2) The deputy minister may exempt any class of 
public servants in his department from the application 
of subsection 1 and shall report the exemptions to the 
Commission. 


(3) On or before the last day of each month, each 
deputy minister shall prepare a monthly summary of 
the absences during the previous month, for reasons 
other than vacation, of the civil servants in his depart- 
ment, and shall send a copy of the summary to the 
Commission. New. 


(4) The department in which a public servant is 
employed shall keep a register showing, 


(a) his cumulative balances of attendance credits, 
overtime credits and credits for vacation 
leave-of-absence, and 


(b) his total monthly absences with the circum- 
stances, 


in a form approved by the Commission. O, Reg. 250/61, 
s. 1, part. 


ATTENDANCE CREDITS 


7.—(1) Asystem of attendance credits is established 
under which a civil servant is entitled to a credit of 
11% days for each month of regular attendance. 


(2) No credit shall be given to a civil servant in 
respect of a month in which he is absent from duty, 


(a) without leave; 
(b) by removal from employment for cause; or 


(c) for more than six days for any reason other 
than vacation leave-of-absence, 
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(3) Where a civil servant who has more than five 
years’ continuous service ceases to be a civil servant, 
he is entitled to be paid an amount computed by 
multiplying half of the number of days in his attendance 
credits by the annual salary to which he was entitled 
at the date he left the service and dividing the product 
by 365, but the amount shall not exceed half of the 
annual salary. 


(4) For the purpose of subsection 3, continuous 
service means service as a civil servant, and service 
continuous therewith in the public service of Ontario 
with remuneration and benefits, which, in the opinion 
of the Commission, are equivalent to or less than 
those received by civil servants. 


(5) A payment under subsection 3 may, at the 
option of the civil servant, be paid in one Jump sum or 
distributed in payments equal to his monthly salary 
with the final payment being any remaining balance 
unpaid.

10.—(1) Vacation

(7) A civil servant who has accumulated vacation 
leave-of-absence under subsection 6 shall take the 
accumulated vacation leave-of-absence before the end 
of the second year. 


(8) Special holidays granted during vacation 
leave-of-absence shall be computed as part thereof, but 
no other holidays shall be computed therein. R.R.O

(9) Vacation leave-of-absence shall not accumulate 
in respect of any period of leave-of-absence without pay 
or removal from employment for cause.

OVERTIME

of work computed to the nearest half hour and approved 
under subsection 5 and,

for overtime equal to the overtime performed. 


(3) Where a civil servant is required to report for 
any period of work on a holiday or other day that is not 
a regular working day, he is entitled to a credit of a 
minimum of four hours of overtime for the purpose of 
compensating leave. 


(4) Compensating leave for overtime may be taken 
at a time determined by the deputy minister or an 
official of his department who is authorized by him for 
the purpose, and the deputy minister or official shall 
give the civil servant notice of the determination at 
least one day before the day on which the leave is 
proposed to be taken. 


(5) Overtime shall be approved in writing by the 
deputy minister or an official of his department who is 
authorized by him for the purpose, and the approval 
shall be given before the overtime is performed, but, 
where in an emergency it is not practicable to approve 
the overtime before it is performed, it shall be approved 
immediately after the approving official receives notice 
of its performance. 


(6) Immediately after the Ist day of July and the 
31st day of December in each year each deputy minister 
shall report to the minister of his department and to 
the Commission the amount of overtime for which 
compensating leave has not been taken that stands to 
the credit of each civil servant in the department on 
those dates. 


(7) Where a civil servant performs three hours or 
more of overtime in a twenty-four hour period, he 
shall be paid an allowance for a meal of $1.25. R.R.O.

ENTITLEMENT ON DEATH 


12. Where a civil servant who has served more than 
six months dies, there shall be paid to his personal

RE-CLASSIFICATION 


13. Where the duties of a position are re-assessed 
and the position is re-classified to a class with a lower 
maximum salary,

the salary scale for his former classification as 
it existed on the 31st day of March, 1961, but 
his salary shall not be reduced; 


(b) any person who occupies the position when the 
re-classification is made and who was ap- 
pointed to the position on or after the Ist day 
of May, 1961 shall, after the re-classification 
is made, not receive any salary progression to 
an amount that exceeds the maximum for the

a class having a maximum salary that is equal 
to or higher than the maximum for the scale 
he was entitled to immediately before the 
re-classification is made.

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OFFENCES AND PENALTIES 
14.—(1) Where a public servant, 


(a) habitually fails to comply with attendance 
regulations or directives; 


(b) absents himself without permission during his 
prescribed hours of duty; or 


(c) reports for duty while incapable of performing 
his duties, 


and where, in the opinion of his deputy minister, the 
circumstances do not amount to cause for removal from 
employment or dismissal under section 15 of the Act, 
the deputy minister, or an official of his department 
who is authorized by him, may, after a hearing, impose 
a fine equal to not more than five days’ pay. R.R.O. 
1960, Reg. 526, s. 10, amended. 


(2) Before dismissing a public servant for cause or 
removing him from employment for cause, the deputy 
minister, or an official of his department who is author- 
ized by him, shall hold a hearing at which the public 
servant is entitled to be present and to make representa- 
tions.

(3) Where a deputy minister dismisses a public 
servant for cause, the deputy minister shall, 


(a) deliver to the public servant a notice of the

OUTSIDE EMPLOYMENT 


15. A civil servant shall not engage in any work or 
business undertaking, 


(a) that interferes with the performance of his 
duties as a civil servant; 


(b) in which his interest conflicts with the best 
interests of the Crown; 


(c) in which he has an advantage derived from his 
employment as a civil servant; or 


(d) in which his work would otherwise constitute 
full-time employment for another person.

Part III 
TRAINING AND DEVELOPMENT 
16.—(1) The Commission shall, 


(a) provide appropriate interdepartmental train- 
ing and development programmes to ensure 
continuing improvement in the efficiency of 
individual civil servants and the civil service; 


(b) assist departments in identifying training and 
development needs and in planning and 
instituting programmes to meet such needs; 
and 


(c) provide schedules of educational grants for 
civil servants attending training sessions or 
courses outside the civil service. 


(2) The deputy minister of a department or other 
officer authorized by him shall, 


(a) plan and provide for the civil servants in the 
department training and development pro- 
grammes that ensure the continued efficient 
operations of the department; and 


(b) file his department’s programmes for the 
assessment and approval of the Commission. 


(3) The deputy minister of a department or other 
officer authorized by him, within the limits of the 
approved programmes, may, 


(a) authorize a civil servant to attend any 
educational conference, course or seminar, 
directly related to his employment given 
outside the civil service, where the total time 
required for his attendance does not exceed 
twenty days’ absence and where the total 
cost, including travel, board and lodging, 
registration, tuition, books and other related 
charges, but not including his salary, does not 
exceed $400; and 


(b) authorize a civil servant, whose application is 
approved by the Commission, 


(i) to attend any educational conference, 
course or seminar, directly related to 
his employment, given outside the 
civil service, where the total time 
required for his attendance does not 
exceed twenty days’ absence, and 
where the total cost, including travel, 
board and lodging, registration, tuition, 
books and other related charges, but 
not including his salary, exceeds $400, 
and 


(ii) to attend any educational conference, 
course or seminar, directly related to 
his employment, given outside the 
civil service, where the total time 
required for his attendance exceeds 
twenty days’ absence but does not 
exceed twelve months’ absence, and to 
be on leave of absence without pay, 
allowances or credits for the period 
approved for his attendance at such 
conference, course or seminar. 


(4) The Commission may require reports to be made 
to it concerning any matters pertaining to training and 
development programmes.

Part IV 
ADVISORY COUNCILS 


17. The Joint Advisory Council is continued.

18.—(1) The Joint Advisory Council shall consist 
of seven members, four of whom shall be appointed by 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council who shall designate 
one of those appointees to act as chairman, and three

(3) The Council shall appoint a secretary who shall 
not bea member of the Council, and it is the duty of the 
secretary to take minutes of the meetings, prepare 
reports and other material and assist in the establish- 
ment and operation of departmental and branch 
councils, and to perform such other duties as are 
assigned by the Council. 


(4) Four members of the Council constitute a 
quorum, 


(5) The Council may require the deputy minister 
of a department, or his designated representative, to 
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attend a meeting of the Council to discuss matters 
Syyrymed to his department. R.R.O. 1960, Reg. 526,

(6) The Council may require any official in the 
public service or in any governmental agency to give 
his opinion or supply information in respect of any 
matter requested by the Council. R.R.O. 1960, 
Reg.

19. The functions of the Joint Advisory Council 
are, 


(a) to study and consider, with regard to the 
public service, 


(i) the general principles governing ap- 
pointment, promotion, remuneration, 
vacations, hours of work, superannua- 
tion, and discipline, including suspen- 
sion and dismissal, 


(ii) the improvement of methods for 
carrying on the public business and the 
provision of means whereby the ideas 
and experience of the members of the 
public service may be considered and 
utilized, 


(iii) the development of a career service, 
including methods for training members 
of the public service along lines that 
will better fit them for promotion and 
for charting and publicizing the avenues 
along which members of the public 
service in various classifications may 
progress to higher positions within the 
service, and 


(iv) proposals for legislation affecting mem- 
bers of the public service in relation to 
their employment; and 


(b) to make such recommendations as are deemed 
proper to the Executive Council, or to any 
other appropriate authority. R.R.O. 1960, 
Reg. 526, s. 17, amended. 


20.—(1) The Joint Advisory Council shall arrange 
for the establishment for each department of a depart- 
mental council and such branch councils as it deems 
necessary. 


(2) The Joint Advisory Council may appoint sub- 
committees of its members or of other persons or both 
for such purposes as it deems proper. R.R.O. 1960, 
Reg. 526, s. 18. 


DEPARTMENTAL AND BRANCH COUNCILS 


21.—(1) Each departmental council and _ each 
branch council shall consist of six members, three of 
whom shall be appointed by the minister of the depart- 
ment and three of whom shall be elected by the public 
servants in the department or branch for which the 
council is established.

(2) Subject to subsection 2 of section 21, every public 
servant with at least one year of continuous service is 
eligible for election to the council of the department or 
branch in which he serves. 


(3) Every public servant is eligible to vote in the 
election of members to the council of the department 
or branch in which he serves. R.R.O. 1960, Reg. 526, 
s. 20 (2, 3), amended. 


(4) The vote shall be by secret ballot. 


(5S) Where a council is first established, the members 
shall be appointed or elected in December to take office 
on the Ist day of January in the following year, and, 


(a) of those appointed, one shall be appointed for 
a one-year term, one for a two-year term and 
one for a three-year term; and 


(b) of those elected, one shall be elected for a 
one-year term, one for a two-year term and 
one for a three-year term, 


(6) Each voter may vote for three candidates and, 

(a) the candidate who receives the greatest 

number of votes is elected as a member for a 
three-year term; 

(b) the candidate who receives the second greatest 


number of votes is elected as a member for a 
two-year term; and

the candidate who receives the third greatest 
number of votes is elected as a member for a 
a one-year term. 


(7) When the term of a member expires, the vacancy 
shall be filled by appointment or election, as the case 
may be, for a term of three years, made or held during 
the December at the end of which the term expires. 


(8) The Minister may appoint an alternate for each 
member appointed by him and the Joint Advisory 
Council may appoint an alternate for each elected 
member with the approval of the member, and the 
alternate may act for the member in his absence. 


(9) When a member of a council dies or resigns 
before the expiration of his term, 


(a) if the member was appointed, the minister 
may appoint a member for the unexpired 
term; or 


(b) if the member was elected, the Joint Advisory 
Council, with the approval of the other 
elected members, may appoint a member to 
serve until the next annual election at which 
time the vacancy shall be filled by election. 


(10) At an annual election, each voter may vote 
for the number of candidates equal to the number of 
vacancies to be filled and, 


(a) the candidate who receives the greatest 
number of votes is elected for the expired 
three-year term; 


(b) where there is one vacancy under clause b of 
subsection 9, the candidate who receives the 
second greatest number of votes is elected for 
the remainder of the unexpired term; and 

(c) where there are two vacancies under clause } 


of subsection 9, the candidate who receives 
the second greatest number of votes is elected 
for the vacancy with the greatest unexpired 
term and the candidate who receives the third 
greatest number of votes is elected for the 
vacancy with the shortest unexpired term. 


(11) Where the result of an election is a tie vote, 
the returning officer shall cast the deciding vote.

PART V 
GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE 
25. In this Part, 


(a) “Board”’ means the Public Service Grievance

(e) ‘‘grievance’’ means a complaint made in 
writing setting forth the reasons for the 
complaint in respect of dismissal, working 
conditions, or terms of employment; 


(f) ‘grievor’ means a person who has a grievance.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 
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RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 

etween the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of “The British North 
America Act, 1867’’, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debentures debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring

i. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan shall be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


ScHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues

2. No person shall perform work in the industry, 

(a) on a holiday;

(a) the minimum charge for each operation 
established in section 7; or 


(b) the prevailing charge established in the shop 
for each operation, 


whichever is the greater.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 

(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867", shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition.

Such map or 
plan shall be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C,—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembiy of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SURMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 
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64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 

ay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
betwesa the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there beno newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debentures debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan shall be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next precedin 
census; the rateable value of the property within eac 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the

(b) “inspector”? means a person appointed by the 
Minister for the purpose of making inspections 
under this Regulation; 


(c) “medical practitioner’”’ means a legally quali- 
fied medical practitipner; 


(d) “patient’’ means a person who attends a 
mental health centre for the purpose of 
receiving examination, diagnosis or treatment 
for a psychiatric disorder; 





(e) “physical treatment’’ includes electro-shock 
therapy and insulin-shock therapy. 


2. This Regulation applies to mental health centres 
approved by the Minister under section 105 of the Act. 


3. The Director is responsible for the administra- 
tion and enforcement of this Regulation and for the 
operation of the mental health centre and the func- 
tioning of its staff. 

4. The equipment and facilities of the mental 
health centre that are maintained for giving physical 
treatment shall be examined regularly and maintained 
in good repair and a record shall be kept of each 
examination. 

5. The Director shall have on duty at all times suff- 
cient nursing and other staff for the care and treatment 
of every patient. 


6.—(1) The Director shall cause a register of 
patients to be maintained. 


(2) Each patient shall be given a register number. 


7. The Director shall cause to be compiled for each 
patient a medical record including, where appropriate, 


(a) identification; 
(6) history of present illness; 
(c) history of previous illnesses; 
(d) family history; 
(e) provisional diagnosis; 
(f ) orders for treatment; 
(g) progress notes; 
(h) reports of, 
(i) condition on discharge, 
(ii) consultations, 
(iii) follow-up care, 
(iv) laboratory examinations, 


(v) medical, surgical and physical treat- 
ment, 


(vi) physical examinations, 
(vii) radiological examinations, and 
(viii) final diagnosis. 


8.—(1) All orders for active treatment shall be in 
writing on a paper attached to the medical record of 
each patient. 


(2) Orders for active treatment shall be dated and 
signed by an attending physician or a medical prac- 
titioner authorized by him, but an attending physician 
or a medical practitioner authorized by him may 
dictate by telephone orders for active treatment to a 
person designated by the Director to take the orders. 


(3) The person to whom the order has been dictated 
shall transcribe and sign the order and endorse thereon 
the name of the medical practitioner and the date and 
time of receiving the order. 
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(4) Where a medical practitioner has dictated an 
order by telephone, he shall sign the order on his first 
visit to the mental health centre thereafter. 

9. No physical treatment shall be given to a patient 
unless a consent in writing in Form 1 for the perfor- 
mance of the treatment has been signed by, 

(a) the patient; or 

(b) the parent or guardian of the patient if the 
patient is unmarried and under eighteen years 
of age. 


10. The Director is responsible for the safekeeping 
of all records relating to a patient. 


11. An inspector may, 


(a) inspect the premises, management and 


operation of a mental health centre; 


(b) require the Director or a member of the staff 
of the mental health centre, 


(i) to furnish any information in his 
possession or under his control, and 


(ii) to make returns, reports or statements 
in writing, 


relating to the management and operation of 
the mental health centre; and 


(c) examine and audit all the books, accounts and 
records of the mental health centre. 


12.—(1) The Minister may appoint an advisory 
committee to the Director. 


(2) The advisory committee shall be composed of 
not more than five members who shall hold office for 
three years or until their successors are appointed. 

(3) The advisory committee shall advise the 
Director respecting any matters affecting the mental 
health centre and make recommendations thereon.

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of “The British North 
America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debentures debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan shall be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 
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SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it.

EXPLORATION, DRILLING AND PRODUCTION 


GENERAL 


1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “development well”’ means a well that is bored 
or drilled for the purpose of producing from 
or extending a pool of oil or gas into which 
another well has already been bored or drilled; 

(b) “exploratory well’ means a well that is bored 

or drilled for the purpose of discovering a 

pool of oil or gas;

“target area’? means the area lying in the 
centre of a spacing unit having boundaries 
parallel and in proportionate length to the 
directly opposite boundary of the spacing unit 
and having no dimension of less than 150 feet 
and having an area of not more than 5 per 
cent of the spacing unit.

2. No person shall bore, drill, complete or operate 
a well except in accordance with this Regulation. 


3. The owner of a machine to bore or drill a well, 
and the operator thereof, shall comply with the safety 
code in the Schedule. 


4. A tag attached to a work under section 3 of the 
Act shall be in Form 601 of Ontario Regulation 156/61. 


EXPLORATION AND DEVELOPMENT 
LICENSING AND BONDING 


5. A licence to conduct geophysical or geochemical 
exploration for gas or oil shall be in Form 101 and the 
fee therefor is $10. 


6.—(1) A licence to lease gas or oil rights from an 
owner other than the Crown shall be in Form 102 and 
the fee therefor is $10. 


(2) A licence in Form 102 is issued subject to the 
condition that where the holder leases gas or oil rights 
on behalf of another person the person on whose 
behalf he is leasing is also the holder of a licence in 
Form 102. 








7.—(1) A licence for a machine for boring or drilling 
wells shall be in Form 103 and the fee therefor is $10. 


(2) A licence in Form 103 shall be kept at the 
machine and be available for inspection. 


8.—(1) An application for a permit to bore or drill 
a well shall be made in duplicate in Form 104. 


(2) The Minister may require such information in 
support of the application as he deems necessary. 


(3) A permit to bore or drill a well shall be in Form 
105 and the fee therefor is $15. 


9.—(1) Every application for a permit to bore or 
drill a well made by a lessee after the ist day of 
January, 1963 shall be accompanied by a bond in the 
amount of $1,000, but where the applicant is bonded 
for $5,000 or more no further bond is required. 


(2) The bond shall be, 


(a) the bond of a guarantee company approved 
under The Guarantee Companies Securities Act; 


(b) a personal bond accompanied by collateral 
security; or 


(c) the bond of a guarantor, other than a guaran- 


tee company, accompanied by collateral 
security. 
(3) The collateral security shall be direct or 


guaranteed securities of the Government of Canada 
or of the Government of Ontario. 


(4) A bond may be cancelled by any person bound 
thereunder by giving to the Minister at least two 
months’ notice in writing of intention to cancel, and 
it shall be deemed to be cancelled on the date stated 
in the notice, which date shall be not less than two 
months after the Minister received the notice. 


(5) In respect of acts or omissions occurring during 
the period in which the permit to which a bond is 
referable is in force, when the bond is forfeited or 
cancelled the bond shall continue in force for a period 
of six months after the forfeiture or cancellation. 


10.—(1) The bond is forfeited and the amount 
thereof becomes due and owing by the person bound 
thereby as a debt due to the Crown in the right of 
Ontario if the works commenced under the permit 
are not completed in accordance with the Act, the 
regulations or any order of the Board. 


(2) Where a bond secured by collateral security is 
forfeited, the Treasurer of Ontario may sell the col- 
lateral security at the current market price. 


(3) The Treasurer may apply the proceeds of a 
bond that has been forfeited to pay to the Minister 
the cost of completing or removing the works com- 
menced under the permit or otherwise placing them in 
compliance with the Act, the regulations or any order 
of the Board and may pay the part remaining to any 
person who made a payment under the bond.

11. No person shall bore or drill a well, 

(a) within 150 feet of the near limit of any high- 
way, road allowance, railroad, electric trans- 
mission line or pipe line as defined in Part II

(2) Where an exploratory well is bored or drilled 
into and not below a formation of Silurian age, the well 
shall be on a tract of at least 25 acres in respect of 
which the person boring or drilling the well is the sole 
producer.

POOLING 


14.—(1) Where a person discovers a pool capable 
of producing oil or gas, any producer of the pool may 
apply to the Minister for the establishment of spacing 
units and, where no other producer has applied within 
ninety days of the discovery, the person who discovered 
the pool shall apply. 


(2) An application shall be accompanied by a plan 
of the lands comprising the area of the pool, surveyed 
by an Ontario Land Surveyor or Professional Engineer 
or other person acceptable to the Minister, 


(a) showing the location of the well in relation 
to the boundaries of the lands, roadways and 
topographical features of the area; and 


(b) relating measurements, distances and bearings 
to fixed surveyors’ marks where possible or, 
where it is not possible, relating the measure- 
ments, distances and bearings to a suitable 
base line or a permanent topographical 
feature. 


(3) No person shall bore or drill a development 
well into a pool referred to in subsection 1 until the 
application has been made and disposed of.

(4) Where a spacing unit is covered by a pooling 
regulation, operations incidental to the drilling of a 
well anywhere in the unit shall, for all purposes, be 
deemed to be operations carried on or conducted by 
each of the several producers upon his separately 
owned tract in the unit. 


DRILLING AND COMPLETION 


17. All casing, tubing and equipment used in the 
drilling or production of a well shall be in good con- 
dition, adequate for the depths to be drilled and the 
pressures that may be encountered. 


18.—(1) Every producer of a well drilled with 
cable tools shall plan and effect a casing and cementing 
programme for the well to protect fresh water horizons, 
to protect any potential oil-bearing or gas-bearing 
horizons penetrated during drilling operations and to 
prevent the harmful migration of gas, oil or water from 
one horizon to another. 


(2) Where rotary drilling equipment is used, suf- 
ficient surface casing shall be run to protect all domestic 
fresh water horizons, and such surface casing shall be 
cemented by displacement or pump with adequate 
time allowed for the cement to set. 


19.—(1) The producer of a well that is being 
drilled, tested, completed, stimulated or reconditioned 
shall provide and maintain casing and control equip- 
ment in such condition that any oil, gas or water 
encountered can be effectively controlled. 


(2) Control equipment shall be adequate, having 
regard to the depth to be drilled, the expected pressure 
and the necessity in case of blow-out of obtaining a shut- 
off around any equipment being employed in the well. 


(3) While a well is being drilled, control equipment 
shall be tested daily and the results of such tests shall 
be recorded in the daily record. 


(4) The producer shall ensure that control equip- 
ment is serviceable at all times. 


(5) Controls for the operation of control equipment 
shall be readily accessible to the driller under all con- 
ditions. 


(6) Control equipment shall include in the assembly 
two valved lines not less than two inches in diameter 
below the valve or blow-out preventer for the purpose 
of bleeding off fluids and killing the well if necessary. 


(7) The producer shall not permit a well to flow 
uncontrolled. 


(8) Each producer shall report to an inspector 
immediately by the quickest effective means any well 
flowing uncontrolled. 
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20.—(1) In producing wells, strings of casing 
intermediate between the production casing and the 
surface casing shall not be recovered unless the pro- 
duction casing is cemented to a level above any and 
all strata containing mineral water, oil or gas. 


(2) The surface casing shall not be recovered from 
any producing well. 


21. Upon the plugging or final completion of a well 
and as soon thereafter as weather and ground con- 
ditions permit, the producer shall cause the area around 
the well to be cleared of refuse and waste, excavations 
and pits to be filled and levelled and the site to be 
restored as nearly as is practicable to its condition 
before drilling was commenced. 


22. The surface equipment of a completed well 
shall be arranged to permit the measurement of the 
tubing pressure and open flow and the sampling of 
oil, gas and water. 


WATER-COVERED AREAS 


23.—(1) In this section, ‘well’ means a well in a 
water-covered area. 


(2) An applicant for a permit to bore or drill a 
well shall furnish proof to the Minister that he has 
subsisting insurance, adequate to provide compensation 
for all damage to others caused by the drilling opera- 
tions. 


(3) An applicant for a licence to produce gas or 
oil from a well shall furnish proof to the Minister of 
subsisting insurance, adequate to provide compensation 
for all damage to others caused by the production 
operations. 


(4) A licence for a machine for boring or drilling 
a well is issued on the condition that the machine is 
not used to bore or drill wells in a water-covered area 
unless the holder of the licence furnishes proof to the 
Minister of subsisting insurance, adequate to provide 
compensation for all damage to others caused by the 
machine, or by any vessel or craft or barge used to 
transport men or materials to the machine. 


(5) When any person has encountered oil in a well 
or is boring or drilling a well in an area where oil may 
reasonably be expected to be encountered, he shall, 
in addition to the requirements of the other provisions 
of this Regulation, provide in operating condition 
oil-saving and discharge equipment and emergency 
oil storage. 


(6) Before any producing well is completed, the 
producer of the well shall submit plans and specifica- 
tions of the well-head assembly, in duplicate, to the 
Department. 


(7) The production or other casing in producing 
wells shall be cemented. 


(8) The well-head equipment in producing wells 
shall provide a solid and permanent water-tight seal 
between the water and the annular spaces between 
strings of casing. 


(9) Subject to subsection 10, where the well-head 
of a producing well is above the bottom of the water, 
the over-all height of the well-head assembly shall be 
kept to a minimum. 


(10) The well-head of producing wells completed 
in shallow water where ice or navigation is a hazard 
shall be encased in a cellar below the bottom of the 
water. 


(11) After the final completion or plugging of a 
well, any platform, piling, anchor-post or other obstruc- 
tion shall be removed as soon as is reasonably possible, 
and in any case within thirty§days. 





(12) Where a well-head is not in a cellar, the pro- 
ducer of the well shall mark the well-head with a 
tapered wooden pole fitted with a sinker and orange 
flag, secured to the well-head with a nylon line, and 
shall maintain such mark. 


(13) No person shall remove or damage a pole 
erected under subsection 12, other than the producer 
required to maintain the pole. 


(14) When a well is plugged, any casing left in the 
hole shall be cut off at the bottom of the water. 


PLUGGING 


24.—(1) All dry or abandoned wells shall be plugged 
in a manner that will, 


(a) ensure protection for potential oil or natural 
gas producing horizons; 


(b) prevent the harmful infiltration of water into 
water, gas, oil or salt horizons; 


(c) constitute no hazard to users of the surface; 
and 


(d) notwithstanding the absence of water, oil, 
gas or salt, seal off strata from those above. 


(2) The plugging material shall be cement with such 
other materials as is necessary. 


(3) Before commencing the plugging of a dry or 
abandoned well, the person carrying out the plugging 
operations shall complete Form 108 and forward it 
forthwith to the Minister. 


(4) The person who plugs a dry or abandoned well 
shall complete a record of the plugging in Form 109 
and shall forward the record to the Minister within 
thirty days of the completion of the plugging opera- 
tions. 


25.—(1) Where no unit agreement is voluntarily 
entered into among all the producers of a field or pool 
under which the interests of the producers within the 
field or pool are joined for the purpose of drilling or 
operating wells, the designation of management and 
the apportioning of the costs and benefits of such 
drilling or operation, any producer in the field or pool 
may apply to the Lieutenant Governor in Council for 
regulations requiring the joining of the various interests 
within the field or pool for the said purposes. 


(2) An application under subsection 1 shall include, 


(a) a map of the field or pool to scale, showing all 
property lines and wells therein; 


(b) a list of each producer in the field or pool 
and his interest; 


(c) a draft of the proposed unit and operating 
agreements; and 

(d) any other information pertinent to the 

application. 


(3) Where a field or pool is covered by regulation 
under subsection 1, operations incidental to the 
drilling or operation of a well anywhere in the unitized 
area shall for all purposes be deemed to be operations 
carried on or conducted by each of the several producers 
upon his separately owned tract or spacing unit within 
the unitized area. 


26.—(1) A licence to produce gas or oil for sale shall 
be in Form 106. 


(2) Where the amount of natural gas or oil produced 
for sale in the year preceding the year for which 
application for a licence is made exceeds 500,000 cubic 
feet of gas or fifty barrels of oil, the fee payable for the 
licence is $10.

(3) No person shall purchase gas or oil from a 
producer unless such producer is the holder of a sub- 
sisting licence in Form 106. 


(4) A licence in Form 106 is issued on condition that 
if the producer fails to supply the annual report as 
required by section 42 to the Minister by the specified 
date his licence is suspended until such annual report 
is supplied. 


(5) A person who produces gas or oil for his own 
use only is exempt from clause b of subsection 1 of 
section 5 of the Act. 


PRODUCTION 


27. The producer shall use every possible precaution 
to prevent waste of oil or gas in drilling and production 
operations and in storing, piping or distributing oil 
or gas, and shall not use oil or gas wastefully or allow 
it to leak or escape from natural reservoirs, wells, 
tanks, containers or pipes. 


28.—(1) Oil shall not be stored in open excavations 
or open containers, or otherwise so stored as to create 
a hazard. 


(2) All oil tanks or batteries of tanks shall be 
surrounded by a dike having a capacity to contain 
a volume 25 per cent greater than the volume of the 
tanks or batteries and the dike shall be kept free of 
high grass or weeds and combustible material. 


(3) All well-head and battery equipment and 
services shall be designed, constructed, installed, 
operated and maintained in accordance with sound 
engineering practice, and so as to prevent hazard to 
surrounding property. 


(4) Oil storage tanks shall be located at least 250 
feet from any dwelling, commercial or industrial 
building or building for public assembly and at least 
50 feet from any highway, road allowance, railway or 
electric transmission line. 


29.—(1) Any significant volume of gas vented to 
the atmosphere during production shall be flared. 


(2) All flare pits and ends of flare lines shall be so 
constructed and safeguarded that there is no hazard 
to property, crops or trees and shall be located at 
least 150 feet from any dwelling, commercial or in- 
dustrial building, or building for public assembly and 
at least 75 feet from any highway, road allowance, 
railway or electric transmission line. 


30.—(1) All water produced from a well shall be 
disposed of in a manner that will not interfere with the 
rights of any person. 


(2) Salt water, drilling fluid, oil refuse and any 
flammable product from a well, tank or other production 
installation shall not be handled or disposed of so as to, 


(a) create or constitute a hazard to public health 
or safety; 


(b) run into or contaminate any fresh water 
stratum or body of water or remain in a 
place from which it might contaminate any 
fresh water or body of water; or 


(c) run over or damage any land, highway or 
public road. 


(3) All rubbish, debris or oily refuse from a well 
or tank or resulting from an operation at a well shall 
be, 


(a) removed immediately at least 150 feet from 
buildings or tanks, wells, pump stations or 
other sources of ignitable vapours; and 








(b) burned immediately or disposed of in such 
other manner that no fire hazard is created 
and no fresh water is polluted. 


31.—(1) All fires used by a producer for any purpose 
shall be safeguarded by sufficient mechanical or other 
means so that there is no hazard to surrounding 
property. 


(2) No open-element electric heater or flame-type 
stove, heater, treater or other flame-type equipment 
shall be placed or remain within 50 feet, shell to shell, 
of a well or any unprotected source of ignitable vapour. 


(3) No treater shall be placed or remain within 
50 feet, shell to shell, of any type of direct-fired heater. 


(4) No treater shall be placed or remain within 
10 feet, shell to shell, of any other treater or indirect- 
fired heater. 


(5) No separator shall be located within the dike 
surrounding a storage tank installation. 


(6) No flare pit or open end of a flare line shall be 
located or remain nearer to a treater than SO feet, 
or nearer to a well or any unprotected source of 
ignitable vapour than 100 feet. 


(7) All vessels and equipment from which ignitable 
vapours may issue shall be safely vented to the atmo- 
sphere. 


(8) All motors within 20 feet of a well or any un- 
protected source of ignitable vapour shall be so con- 
structed or enclosed as to be gas-tight and spark-proof. 


(9) Exhaust pipes of internal combustion engines 
located within 50 feet of a well or any unprotected 
source of ignitable vapour shall be either insulated or 
sufficiently cooled to prevent ignition of flammable 
material. 


(10) Exhaust pipes of internal combustion engines 
located within 25 feet of a well shall be equipped with 
a spark arrester and shall be either insulated or 
sufficiently cooled to prevent ignition of flammable 
material. 


(11) Explosives shall be stored only in properly 
constructed magazines situated not less than 500 feet 
from any place where any drilling or production is 
being carried on. 


REPORTS AND RECORDS 


32.—(1) The holder of a licence in Form 101 shall 
make an annual report to the Minister on or before 
the 31st day of January of the year following the year 
for which the licence was issued, setting out the methods 
used, the number of crew-months worked by the crew 
and the number of acres explored in each township, 
in the year covered by the licence. 


(2) Every holder of a licence in Form 102 and his 
employer shall, before the 31st day of January of the 
year following the year for which the licence was 
issued, report to the Minister the total acreage acquired 
in each township during the year covered by the licence. 


(3) The report required by subsections 1 and 2 shall 
be held confidential for one year. 


33.—(1) When a well is in the process of being 
drilled or reconditioned, the producer shall keep at 
the well or at his field office and within reasonable 
distance of the well a daily record of the operations. 


(2) Any suspension of operations shall be noted on 
the daily record. 


(3) The daily record shall set out complete in- 
formation on all operations carried on during the day 
and, without restricting the generality of the foregoing, 
shall include, 
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(a) the depth at the beginning of the day or tour; 
(b) the depth at the end of the day or tour; 

(c) diameter of the hole; 

(d) any change in casing; 


(e) if casing is set, all information regarding the 
setting with size, type, grade and weight of 
the casing, whether the casing is new or used, 
and the depth at which it is set; 


(f) particulars of cementing; 


(g) the depth at which water, oil or gas is en- 
countered even if only small showings, and 
the pressures, flows and levels thereof; and 


(h) a report of each log, survey, formation test, 
deviation test or other test taken or made. 


(4) The record kept shall note and describe, in 
addition to drilling operations, all other operations 
carried on, including fishing, shooting, perforating, 
acidizing, fracturing, surveying and plugging. 


(5) The record required by this section shall be 
available at all reasonable times to inspectors. 


(6) The holder of a licence in Form 103 shall 
ensure that he and his employees keep a complete 
and accurate record of the data that the producer of 
the well is required to keep under this section. 


34. The holder of a permit to bore or drill a well 
shall, before the well is completed, supply the Minister 
with the elevation of the well and its location, certified 
by an Ontario Land Surveyor or Professional Engineer 
or other person acceptable to the Minister. 


35.—(1) Every producer boring or drilling a well 
shall, within thirty days after completion of the boring 
or drilling, forward or deliver to an inspector, 


(a) samples of rock cuttings taken throughout the 
depth of the well from each run, or from 
intervals of not more than 10 feet, and such 
samples shall be washed, dried, bagged and 
identified on the cards provided by the 
Department; 


(b) a complete record in Form 107; and 


(c) when required by the Minister, samples of oil, 
gas and water encountered. 


(2) The geological log, pay-thickness and pressure 
data on Form 107 shall be confidential for three 
months in the case of development wells, and nine 
months in the case of exploratory wells, unless pre- 
viously released by the producer. 


_ 36.—(1) The producer shall supply to the Minister 
within thirty days after completion of the boring or 
drilling, 


(a) a copy of the drill-stem test report and of the 
pressure chart for each drill-stem test taken 
at the well; and 


(b) a list of the drill-stem tests taken at the well 
indicating the chronological sequence and 
depth interval of each drill-stem test. 


(2) During any period of testing following comple- 
tion of a well or following re-working of a well, the 
producer shall maintain a record of the daily production 
which shall be available to an inspector. 


(3) Where a producer has completed a gas well 
with an estimated open flow in excess of one million 
cubic feet per day, the producer shall determine the 
performance of the well according to recognized 


standards of back-pressure testing and shall report 
the results of the determination including observed 
field data to the Minister. 


37. Where any radio-active or other type of down- 
hole log or survey is taken in any well drilled under 
permit, a copy of the log or survey shall be supplied 
to the Minister within thirty days after the log is taken, 
and the log shall be confidential for one year after it 
was taken, unless previously released by the producer. 


38. Where a well is deepened, re-worked, re-con- 
ditioned, re-treated, re-stimulated or re-cased, the 
producer shall report to the Minister within thirty days, 
on Form 107. 


39. When a producer has caused a core analysis or 
any other down-hole test or analysis to be made, he 
shall report the results thereof to the Minister within 
thirty days after the analysis or test has been made, 
and the test or analysis shall be confidential for one 
year, unless previously released by the producer. 


40.—(1) Where cores are taken, they shall be packed 
in numbered boxes accurately labelled showing the 
name and number of the well and the depth interval, 
protected from damage and stored by the producer. 


(2) No core shall be destroyed, except for the pur- 
pose of analysis. 


(3) Six months after cores are taken and where 
such cores are no longer required by the producer, the 
Minister may instruct the producer to forward them to 
the Department for permanent storage. 


41. The Minister may require the measurement of 
the gas and oil produced by any well or pool for the 
purpose of the conservation of gas and oil and the 
prevention of waste. 


42.—(1) Every person producing oil for sale shall, 
on or before the 15th day of February in each year, 
make an annual report to the Department in Form 110, 
in triplicate, for the preceding calendar year. 


(2) Every person producing oil shall maintain a 
map or maps of his production and collection system. 


43.—(1) Every person producing gas for sale shall, 
on or before the ist day ti March in each year make 
an annual report to the Minister in Form 503 of 
Ontario Regulation 156/61, in triplicate, for the pre- 
ceding calendar year. 


(2) Every person producing gas shall maintain a 
map or maps of his production and collection systems. 


44.—(1) Every person producing gas for sale shall, 
not later than September in each year, shut in all gas 
wells owned by him for such period as is necessary to 
properly measure the shut-in well-head pressure of 
each well. 


(2) Pressures as recorded under subsection 1 shall 
be reported to the Minister not later than the 15th 
day of October in each year. 


(3) The producer of a gas well shall, upon the 
request of the Minister, determine the open-flow 
potential of the well and report to the Minister. 


(4) Subsections 1, 2 and 3 do not apply to gas 
storage wells. 


45. Each producer shall report to an inspector 
immediately by the quickest effective means, and shall 
report further by letter, any fire or explosion or any 
accident causing personal injury that occurs at an oil 
or gas well, pipeline, field battery installation or field 
storage tank owned, operated or controlled by the 
producer. 
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46.—(1) The producer of a well shall upon the 
request of the Minister provide a sample for analysis 
of any oil, water or gas produced from the well. 


(2) The producer of a well shall upon the request 
of the Minister make such tests, analyses, surveys or 
logs as the Minister requests and shall submit the 
information so obtained to the Minister. 


ABANDONED WORKS FUND 


47. The Abandoned Works Fund is established to 
be composed of such moneys as are appropriated by 
the Legislature for the purpose together with $5 out 
of every fee paid for a permit to bore or drill a well. 


48. Where a work that is abandoned is not in 
conformance with the Act or the regulations and if, 
after notice given to the person in possession of the 
premises upon which the work is situated, the non- 
conformance is not corrected, the work shall be deemed 
to be an abandoned work for the purpose of this 
Regulation. 


49.—(1) The Minister may take possession of an 
abandoned work and may, 


(a) cause such things to be done as are necessary 
to make the abandoned work conform to the 
Act and the regulations; and 


(b) remove and sell by public auction the work or 
any part of it. 


(2) Any expense incurred in an action taken under 
subsection 1 shall be paid out of the Abandoned Works 
Fund. 


(3) The proceeds of a sale under subsection 1 shall 
be paid into the Abandoned Works Fund and an 
amount of the proceeds equal to the expenses incurred 
in any action taken under subsection 1 shall be applied 
in payment of the expenses, and the surplus, if any, 
shall be paid to the owner of the work. 


(4) The Minister may recover from the person who 
abandoned a well, 


(a) the expenses incurred in any action taken 
under subsection 1, where there is no sale; or 


(b) the excess of the expenses over the proceeds 
of the sale, where there is a sale. 


Schedule 


1. Every owner and operator of a drilling rig shall 
take all necessary measures to enforce this Schedule 
and to ensure that it is observed by every employee 
under his control. 


2. Every workman shall take all measures to carry 
out his duties in accordance with such rules as 
are applicable to the work in which he is engaged. 


3. No rig, machinery, tool or other equipment shall 
be used if it is unsafe, or not so constructed or 
operated that it is reasonably safe for persons 
employed on or around a rig. 








4. Spudding or drilling shall not be commenced until 
all moving parts of machinery used in the spudding 
or drilling are guarded and until all necessary 
floors, stairways and handrails are installed. 


5. Every floor, walk, ladder or platform shall be 
constructed of sound material in conformance 
with good practice, and shall be kept in good 
repair. 


6. Every drilling floor shall have an exit on at least 
two sides, and doors on the exits shall open out- 
wards and shall be unlocked when workmen are 
employed on the drilling floor. 


7. All platforms used in connection with rotary rigs 
shall be adequately constructed and properly 
fastened and provided with safety railings at least 
three feet high. 


8.—(1) A safety belt shall be provided for and worn 
by each workman when engaged in working 
above the derrick floor, and shall be kept in good 
repair. 


(2) Every safety belt shall be securely fastened 
to the derrick or mast. 


9. Hard hats shall be worn by all persons employed 
on or around a drilling rig during erection, opera- 
tion maintenance or dismantling. 


10. Safety goggles shall be provided by the owner or 
operator of a drilling rig for use by workmen 
employed on or around the rig engaged in mixing 
chemicals, welding, chipping, grinding, hammering, 
dressing bits or other operation hazardous to the 
eyes. 


11. All tools and equipment shall be kept in good 
repair. 


12. No workman shall be required to enter any tank 
or other container used for the storage of oil or 
any product of oil unless, 


(a) all fumes have been removed; or 


(b) the workman is wearing a mask and attended 
by two other workmen. 


13. Every drilling rig shall have at least two ten-pound 
soda-CO, extinguishers readily available to the 
drilling floor. 


14. No person shall smoke within 75 feet of any 
equipment used for the separation, measurement 
or storage of oil or gas, or of any well where oil 
or gas may be exposed to the atmosphere. 


15. Pipe racks shall be adequately constructed and 
provision shall be made for the clearing or pinning 
of material on the rack to prevent lateral move- 
ment except when required. 


16. On drilling rigs, all chain drives, belt drives, 
pinions, gears, couplings and other moving parts 
shall be covered or fitted with guards, adequate 
to prevent injury to personnel, 


17. Where the owner or operator of a drilling rig 
requires that only his employees, inspectors and 
other persons authorized by him may have ad- 
mittance to the drilling rig or well site, he shall 
erect notices to that effect.

RULES RE SURMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


_ 64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


_ (2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 





(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50.

‘LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 
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64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there beno newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debentures debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 











67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan shall be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 
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75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario 
Municipal Board for their report; and a copy of 
such Bill and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into the allegations set out in 
the Bill, and into any other matters which the Board 
may deem necessary in connection therewith, report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that such 
Bill or part thereof relating to the matters afore- 
said shall be passed; and what alterations, if any, 
should be made in the same, and the Board shall make 
such inquiry accordingly and shall sign the same; and 
the said Report, Bill and Petition shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk, and the Report shall be read by the 
Clerk at the Table and shall be entered on the Journals 
of the House, and the Bill, together with the Report, 
shall stand referred to the Standing Committee on 
Private Bills. 


76. Every Estate Bill, when a read a first time, shall 
without special reference stand referred to the Com- 
missioners of Estate Bills, for their Report, and a copy 
of such Bill, and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded, shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to thesaid Commissioners, or one or them, 
in order that they, or any two or them, may, after 
perusing the Bill, without requiring any proof of the 
allegations thereof, report to the House their opinion 
thereon under their hands; and whether, presuming the 
allegation contained in the preamble to be proved to 
the satisfaction of the House, it is reasonable that such 
Bill do pass into a Law; and whether the provisions 
thereof are proper for carrying its purposes into effect, 
and what alterations or amendments, if any, are neces- 
sary in the same, and in the event of their approving 
the said Bill they are to sign the same, and the said 
Report, with the said Bill and Petition, are to be 
transmitted by the said Commissioners to the Clerk; 
and the Report shall be read by the Clerk at the Table 
and shall be entered on the Journals of the House; and 
the Bill together with the Report shall stand referred 
to the Standing Committee on Private Bills, which is 
not to consider the said Bill before the delivery of the 
said Report, Bill and Petition to the Chairman of the 
said Committee. 


77. In the event of the Commissioners of Estate 
Bills reporting that, in their opinion, it is not reason- 
able that the Bill submitted to them shall pass into 
law, such Bill shall not be further considered.

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills. 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and, no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 

y $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
Re ryest the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 


suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 


the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Billis presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, less the sum of 
$150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of “The British North 
America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debentures debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 
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1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan shall be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


ScHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
_stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario 
Municipal Board for their report; and a copy of
